Harrison Selects Four Cabinet Offi­ 
cers, with Blaine at the Head 
—Morrow’s Resolntiou.

H is V isit to H a rris o n . 
W a sh in g t o n, January 29th.—Senator Al­ 
lison returned from Indianapolis this after­ 
noon. H e went im m ediately to his resi­ 
dence, on Verm ont avenue, and this evening 
received a few callers. 
Respecting the re­ 
sult of his visit he was extremely reticent, 
and declined positively to be interviewed. 
“ 1 am not at liberty to say anything re­ 
specting my talk w ith General H arrison,” 
Mr. Allison said to the K ecohd-U n io n 
correspondent to night. 
I appreciate the 
desire of the correspondents to get the 
news, and they probably appreciate the 
manifest im propriety of my * repeating a 
confidential conversation.” 
A rum or was set afloat at the Capitol 
this afternoon, before A llison’s arrival, 
that he had declined to enter the Cabinet. 
It was said that he had telegraphed here 
the fact of his refusal. This story grew 
out of a joke played on a local newspaper 
m an. Ot course, no person except Mr. 
Allison can say positively how he has de­ 
cided, but every indication points to his 
acceptance of the Treasury portfolio. H is 
most intim ate friend in W ashington, a 
gentleman who has been associated w ith 
him for over twenty years, said to-night 
that when he left for Indianapolis he was 
prepared, after a long mental struggle, to 
go into the Cabinet should Harrison re­ 
quest him to do so. 
Senator Paddock asserted positively that 
Allison would accept. On the other hand, 
Senator Davis of Minnesota, who prob­ 
ably knows as little about the m atter as 
Paddock, says that on the day before A lli­ 
son departed for Indianapolis he said pos­ 
itively that be would not enter the Cabinet. 
Senator Stewart, from conversations bad 
by him with the Iowa Senator before his 
departure, feels confident that he has ac­ 
cepted. 
The general opinion here is that if A lli­ 
son has gone to Indianapolis prepare.! to 
tell General H arrison that under no cir­ 
cumstances would be enter the Cabinet, 
a twenty-four hours’ sojourn in 'h e Pres­ 
ident elect’s residence would not have been 
necessary for that purpose. 
It has been no secret for m any weeks 
that the Iowa Senator was extremely averse 
to entering the Cabinet. H e aspires to the 
I'residency, and a position in the Cabinet 
has not been a stepping-stone to the E x­ 
ecutive chair. Senator Allison, however— 
to use the words of a brother-Senator to­ 
day—has never allowed his personal am ­ 
bition to blind his eyes to the duty he owes 
the Republican party. 
It is believed here 
that he discussed with General H arrison 
the policy ol the next A dm inistration from 
a practical standpoint, and has agreed to 
do what will best promote the future well- 
fare of his party.

A K in g in g R e so lu tio n O tte re d b y M ol ro w 
on th e S a m o a n S itu a tio n . 
W a sh in g t o n, J a n u a ry 29th.—Representa­ 
tive Morrow of California to-day intro­ 
duced, for reference, the following joint 
resolution : 
Resolved, That the present condition oí afiairs 
at Samoa requires that this Government should 
aid the people of those islands in securing an 
independent native Government free from the 
claims of territorial jurisdiction of any Euro 
pean power; and to the end that this purpose 
may be speedily and effectually accomplished, 
the President is hereby requested to insist on 
the restoration of affairs on said islands as the 
r same existed at the time of the convention be­ 
tween representatives of the Governments of 
Germany, Great Britain and the United States, 
held in the city of Washington in June and 
July, 1SS7; that he further aid in securing a set­ 
tlement of the pending difficulties at Samoa on 
a satisfactory and solid foundation, and in the 
restoration of peace and good order under a re 
sponsible native, 
independent Government, 
with a Court of competent jurisdiction to de­ 
termine land titles and such other claims and 
controversies of foreign residents as may be 
properly cognizable by such Court, ami that he 
take such further steps as may be necessary to 
protect the rights of this Government anti its 
citizens in said islands.

Grand Opening of Advanced 


T H E P A C IF IC R A IL R O A D S . 


M itc h e ll A rg u e s In S u p p o rt o f H is S u b ­ 
s titu te (o r th e F u n d io g lllll. 
W a sh in g t o n, January 29th.—The Select 
Committee on Pacific Railroads yesterdav 
considered the substitute of Ser.a'xr Mitch'- 
ell on the funding bill heretofore reported 
from that committee. 
The principal dif­ 
ference. aside from certain details, between 
the bill reported by the committee and the 
Mitchell substitute, is that the bill reported 
by the comm ittee provides l'ur the funding 
ol the indebtedness of the Union Pacific 
and branches only, w hile the proposed sub­ 
stitute provides for ascertaining the am ount 
due not only from the Union Pacific and 
branches, but from all the Pacific Railroad 
companies whose roads were aided in any 
m anner in bonds by the United Statis, and 
for the funding and security of the whole 
of the Pacific Railroad indebtedness. 
Senator Mitchell insisted that it was the 
duty of the committee to provide fur the 
funding and security of the Central Pacific 
indebtedness to the Government as well 
as that of the Union Pacific. 
By such leg­ 
islation, in his judgm ent, the committee 
would not only accomplish the purpose of 
securing and saving to the Government 
the enormous debt, but such action would, 
at the same time, indicate such a degree of 
fairness toward all the companies as would 
be likely, when put into the forms of law, 
to secure the co-operation of the compa­ 
nies, and thus result in saving to the Gov- 
e.um ent the $150,000,000 or more involved. 
It is learned that the committee look 
with considerable favor upon the Mitchell 
proposition. 
His plan, while in part satis­ 
factory to the managers of the Central 
Pacific, is not wholly so. 
C. P. 
H untington 
followed 
Senator 
Mitchell m an address to the committee, 
which was designed to secure certain m odi­ 
fications of the Mitchell proposition that 
would be more favorable to his company. 
It is uot known definitely w hether Mr. 
Frye, as Chairman of the committee, will 
endeavor fo press his bill relating to the 
I nicn 
Pacific 
alone, 
or w hether the 
Mitchell substitute, in some modified form, 
may be adopted. 
Senator Mitchell stated that if an attem pt 
were made to-push the passage of a bill 
that did not include a full and complete 
settlement of the whole indebtedness of all 
the companies that received aid from the 
Government in bonds, that he would sub­ 
m it a motion in the Senate to recommit to 
the committee, with instructions to include 
in the proposed legislation a full a rd com ­ 
plete settlem ent of the whole indebtedness. 
M any of the leading Senators incline to 
ihe view that the proposition of Mitchell to 
make one ¡oh of the entire affair is the 
proper thing to do.

Wa sh in g t o n , January 29th,—It is learned 
to-night from a gentleman, whose inform a­ 
tion is direct, that four olaces in General 
H arrison’s Cabinet have been definitely 
settled, and. while not all of them nave 
formally accepted, there is no doubt about 
their ultim ately doing so. in the first 
place. Blame wrote to General H arrison 
more than ten days ago, accepting the Sec- 
retai ysbip of State. 
A Uison wiil be the next Secretary ot the 
Treasury. 
fL ’u has uikjUfslionabl? 
deckled cn. and, although A llison's'letter 
accepting the honor has not been written 
it wiii be within a ireelr. 
Alger will bo a m em ber o f the Cabinet, 
taking the position o f Secretary of W ar’ 
and. as announced some tim e ago, W ana- 
m aker will be Postmaster-General. 


C O N G R E SS IO N A L P R O C E E D IN G S . 


I n th « S e n a te . 
W ashington, January 29th.—In the Sen­ 
ate to-day a bill was passed to give all the 
Homes for disabled or volunteer soldiers 
State or national, not to exceed two abso­ 
lutely serviceable cannon. 
Senator Mitchell presented an amend- 
toent to the river and harbor bill, appro- 


priating $£,000 for clearing the Tualatin 
river of logs. 
H e also introduced a bill to 
create an additional land district in W ash­ 
ington Territory. 
On Mr. Chandler’s motion, a resolution 
was adopted calling on the Secretary of the 
Navy to furnish a statem ent of the labor 
employed at the different navy yards dur­ 
ing the first six m onths of the present fiscal 
year under the Bureaus of Construction and 
Repair of Yards and Docks. 
The consideration of the diplom atic ap­ 
propriation bill was resumed. 
The debate on the proposition to give 
American Ministers to England, France, 
Germany and Russia the title of “ Em bas­ 
sadors ” was resumed. 
Speeches against the am endm ent were 
made by Dawes, Spooner aud George, and 
in its favor by Mr. Hale. The am endm ent 
was agreed by a vote of 26 to 24. 
The paragraph of the bill appropriating 
$100,000 for the establishment of a coaling 
station at Pago Pago harbor, and $500,­ 
000 to enable the President to carry out 
treaty stipulations with Samoa, came up. 
Hale moved, as these items affect our re­ 
lations with a foreign power, that they be 
considered in executive session. 
Eustis demanded the aye3 and noes on 
this motion and the doors were closed pend­ 
ing the vote. 
The secret session was wholly ocupied in 
discussing and voting upon the motion 
made by Sherm an to consider the Samoan 
am endm ents with open doors. It wa3 sup­ 
ported by Sherm an, Ev-arts and Voorhees, 
and opposed by Edm unds and Morgan. The 
vote upon the motion was—yeas 26, nays 
24. The m erits of the am endm ents were 
not discussed, and the division .was wholly 
outside of party lines, about an equal num ­ 
ber of Republicans and Democrats being 
recorded on each side of the question of 
opening the doors. 
When the doors reopened Sherm an said 
he would like to state publicly the position 
he took in the Samoan affair, so that it 
m ight appear in the records. 
H e then 
gave a comprehensive review of events in 
the Samoan Islands from Ihe tim e when 
the attention of the United States was first 
called to them , the various conierences, 
treaties, etc. 
H e spoke at great length. 
Sum m ing up his loug speech, Sherm an 
said that the first thing to be done was for 
the United States to assert its power in the 
occupancy of the Bay of Pago Pago. That 
ought to be done im mediately. 
It did not 
need a war to protect a nation’s rights. The 
mere assertion of llitse rights, a due regard 
for them , the expenditure of money there, 
the storing of coal there, the coaling ot 
vessels there—all these things were asser­ 
tions of power far m ere influential that 
protocols and diplom atic correspondence. 
George—“ The am endm ents do not m en­ 
ace war, do they ?” 
Sherm an—“ I do not think it necessary 
to menace anyone. 
I believe that straight­ 
forward, m anly negotiations should be en­ 
tered into between these three great Pow­ 
ers. 
It would be a shauic and disgrace to 
our civilization, and to Christianity, if we 
would not agree upon some mode of gov­ 
ernm ent for those islands. 
W hatever the 
newspapers may say, tln-re is nothing in 
the situation that would justify on the 
side of either nation a breach of the peace 
until every effort is exhausted to bring 
about a quiet and peaceful settlem ent of 
the 
controversy. 
First, 
we 
want to 
assert 
and 
m aintain 
our 
right 
to 
a 
station 
at 
Pago 
Pago, 
and 
nobody will call th at right into question. 
Next, we ought to do what we promised to 
do—employ our good offices to settle the 
difficulties of these people. Therefore I 
am willing to vote any sum of money to 
enable the President to conduct negotia­ 
tions, to make surveys of harbors, and to 
get better information in relation lo these 
islands. 
I am willing to vote the sum 
named in the am endm ent ($500,000), and 
place it at the discretion of Mr. Cleveland 
or Mr. Harrison, and I baTe no doubt that 
the power thus given to send agents there, 
and to send ships there, will bring about a 
prom pt solution of this sm all controversy. 
Dolph obtained the floor, and the Senate 
adjourned. 
Iu th e H o u se . 
W a s h in g to n , January 29th. — In the 
House to-day Mr. Burroughs offered a pro­ 
test of 13,000 citizens of U tah against the 
admission of that Territory as a State. 
A favorable report was made on the bill 
requiring all railroads to carry mails at a 
price fixed by the Postmaster-General, sub­ 
ject to existing laws. 
The sundry civil bill was then taken up. 
On a point of order raised by Crain the 
clause was stricken out suspending the Act 
of 1885, appropriating $180,000 to enable 
the Secretary of W ar to acquire a valid 
title to the Fort Brown m ilitary reserva­ 
tion. 
Enloe of Tennesse offered an am end­ 
m ent authorizing the secret service force 
of the Treasury D epartm ent lo be used in 
detecting counterfeit money. 
Agreed to. 
The committee rose, aiid the bill was 
passed. 
Dunn of Arkansas, from l he Committee on 
M erchant Marine and Fisheries, reported a 
bill to provide for the belter protection of 
the fur, seal and salmon fisheries of Alaska. 
Printed and recommitted. 
Adjourned.

H ie F u r S eal F is h e rie s . 
W a sh in g t o n. January 29th.—Represent­ 
ative Dunn, from the Committee on Mer­ 
chant Marine and Fisheries, to-day pre­ 
sented the results of the investigation by 
the committee into the fur seal fisheries of 
Alaska, with special reference to w hether 
the contract giving the Alaska Commercial 
Company the right to take fur seals has 
been violated. The report is very favor­ 
able to the company, which is declared to 
have kept all its contracts with the Govern­ 
ment. 
T h e S itu a tio n a G ra v e O n e. 
W a sh in g to n, January 29th.—The Cabi­ 
net meeting to-day was attended by every 
member, and was devoted to discussing 
the situation in Samoa. 
The reports of 
Vice-Consul Blacklock and Commander 
Mullan were considered. 
All consider the 
situation very grave, and Secretary W hit­ 
ney is especially anxious to have the na­ 
tional policy outlined at once. H e believes 
our navy capable of putting a stop to Ger­ 
m any’s oven acts. 
D« m o c ra tlc S e n a to ria l C a u cu s. 
W a sh in g to n, January 29tli—A caucus 
of the Democratic Senators was held this 
m orning to consider means for securing 
action on the nom inations made by the 
President at the present session of Con­ 
gress. Over four hundred appointm ents, 
made since election, await confirmation. 
It was decided that being in the minority, 
the Democrats were powerless to act in the 
matter. 
T h e O a te s K ill A b a n d o n e d . 
W a sh in g to n, January 29th.—The Oates 
naturalization bill was abandoned to-day 
by the House Committee on Judiciary, 
it 
was found that to w ithhold the rights of 
citizenship five years would, in connection 
with the Alien Land Act, operate to pre­ 
vent aw em igrant from purchasing a home 
or farm for him self until the end of the 
period. 
P a g o -P a g o C o a lin g S ta tio n . 
W a sh in g to n, January 29tli.—Chairman 
Herbert, of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, says that an am endm ent will prob­ 
ably be offered to the naval appropriation 
bill when it is called up for consideration 
in the House, appropriating $100,000 for a 
coaling station at Pago Pago, Samoa. 
T h e B ill to H a v e a N ap . 
W a sh in g t o n , January 2 9 th —The Com­ 
mittee on Ways ond Means this m orning

T h e N ew Y o rk 
C a r S trik e —N e a rly A ll 
L in e s I d le —A cts o f V io len ce. 
N ew Y o k k , January 29th.—The street 
railroad employes stopped work in this 
city at precisely four o'clock this morning, 
when all the cars were run into ihe stab.es 
and left. The first outbreak caused by 
this action occurred at 5:30 a. m., when 
Robert Day, aged 24, of East Forty-second 
street, was badiv beaten, receiving seven 
scalp wounds and ugly cuts on his face. No 
general outbreak was threateued, however, 
until notice was given by the railroad peo­ 
ple that they intended to run one car over 
the Sixth-avenne line, and one over the 
Grand-street line. This caiied out threats, 
and created general fear that serious trouble 
was at hand. 


EMPLOYES ASSAULTED. 
Early this morning, during an attem pt 
to run a car on the Grand-street line, under 
police escort, the crowd unhitched the 
horses from the car, the driver was pulled 
over the dashboard and the car was over­ 
turned. 
A hand-to-hand conflict occurred 
between the crowd and the police. The 
strikers gathered in such num bers that the 
police were compelled to release the ring­ 
leader in the affray after his arrest. Subse­ 
quently they recaptured him . 


ATTACK ON A CAB. 
The Sixth-avenue line succeeded in get­ 
ting a car through at half past 10 o’clock 
this morning with ten policemen on board. 
The strikers attacked it at Forty-second 
street, but the police charged the crowd 
and rouieo them . One striker was ar­ 
rested. Tiie cars were then sent out every 
ten minutes for some time, meeting no 
obstruction, but anticipating trouble everv 
mom ent. 
' 
THREE MEN INJURED. 
Just before noon a sm all riot occurred at 
the corner of Sixth avenue and Thirty- 
eighth street. 
An attem pt was made to 
start a car from the stables with an escort 
ot a doz?n policemen. The strikers bad 
upset a wagon across the tracks and while 
the police cleared away the obstruction a 
crowd of several thousand persons gath­ 
ered, a collision occroicd and three men 
were injured and one badly. 
They were 
taken to the hospital. 
The cars on the Third-avenue line hav­ 
ing been threatened, a policeman with a 
night slick has been placed on every car on 
that line. 


SIX THOUSAND IDLERS. 
A recapitulation shows that upward of 
6,200 men are striking on the car lines in 
this city. Twenty-one lines are more or 
less tied up. 
The strikers appeared in force on Broad­ 
way this afternoon end attem pted to tear 
up the tracks, but were dispersed. 


VIOLENCE IN BROOKLYN. 
N ew Y o r k , January 29th—The Brook­ 
lyn street railroad strikers knocked down 
three men on A tlantic avenue who had 
come to the company’s office to st ek work. 
Six men, escorted by twenty policemen, 
were also assaulted at Ninth avenue and 
Twentieth street, the stables were pelted 
with stones and various outrages of minor 
im portance occurred. 


B r o o k ly n , January 29tb.—No attem pt 
to run a car wa3 made, in Brooklyn to-dav. 
Richardson ordered a truck-load of pro­ 
visions taken to the Fifth-avenue stables. 
Twenty m ouuted policemen escorted the 
truck, and were soon suirouiided by the 
strikers, who assaulted the officers with 
rocks. 
The truck, however, was taken to 
the stables and the provisions delivered 
A num ber of officers were wounded but 
none seriously. 


NO FURTHER SERIOUS TROUBLE. 
N ew Y o rk, January 30th—a. m.—Up to 
m idnight no serious outbreak had been 
reported among (he striking street-car em ­ 
ployes. 
The Siate Board of A rbitration has ar­ 
rived. 
Chairman Donovan, 
counsel for 
the officials of the company, consents to 
arbitrate the difficulty. 
IN BROOKLYN. 
The situation in Brooklyn is unchanged, 
and the m ilñary is still under arms.

operating room, and prom inent physicians 
express the belief that the discovery will 
revolutionize the present way of treating 
wounds. The first experim ent will take 
place in a short time.

has, in his official correspondence,no parallel 
for hardness of expression, vituperative­ 
ness and personalities. Jussen, he said, 
did not see fit to ask any explanation of 
him , but, instead, furnished evidence, and 
then set him self up as prosecutor, Judge, 
jury and executioner.

A StJTBEMELY IMPORTANT MATTER. 


T he San Francisco Alla calls a h alt for 
more thoughtful consideration of the pro­ 
posed election law. 
AVe agree w ith our 
coctemporary th at it is best in all such 
m atters to make haste slowly, and in this 
instance to turn over and about every 
feature of the bill and scrutinize it criti­ 
cally. 
The measure is not to be taken ofi' 
hand ; it is open to criticism , and is sus­ 
ceptible of im provem ent; w herever its 
joints can be penetrated, the weakness in 
its arm or must be remedied. 
T he chief 
errors which we have found are the num ­ 
bering of the ballots, the clerical indorse­ 
m ent of the ballot a t th e tim e of its de­ 
livery to the voter, and the retention of 
the present juetliod of selecting officers of 
election boards. 
Ir_ these objections the 
A lta joins. 
As the voter is to receive his 
ballot only from these clerks, that fact 
puts into th eir hands a great power, and 
inseparable from it will be the tem ptation 
to misuse it. 
These clerks should, there­ 
fore, be chosen w ith greatest care. 
W hy 
the bill may not be amended to provide for 
th eir selection, under challenge, by Boards 
of Superior Judge.;, or by some other than 
the present method, we cannot understand. 
The Alta discovers hut little virtue in 
requiring the ballots to he printed at pub, 
lie expense. 
Perhaps it is not a great 
economy. 
It is-not, however, in money- 
saving that the greater wortli of that pro­ 
vision lies, but ?:i the right it guarantees 
“ the rejected man ” to run for office. 
L nder the present system, if a convention 
rejects an aspirant, he cannot help his am­ 
bition, or ap!>cnl to the people, except he 
is able to pay for some thousands of ballots 
and m aintain scores of hired ballot-ped- 
dlers to present his ticket to voters. 
This 
effectually “ bars o u t” the man of lim ited 
means. 
B ut beyond this, the printing of 
the ballots by lawful authority insures uni­ 
formity, and precludes the possibility of 
stuffing the ballot-box, except by collusion 
along the whole line of the election board 
at each polling-place and perhaps of the 
county officials. 
For, if to every hoard 
there is issued a given number of ballots, 
previously identified by such device or in­ 
dorsement as m ay be adopted, aud these 
are bound in stub-book form, the ballots in 
the 
box 
must 
correspond 
precisely 
with 
the 
ballots 
torn 
from 
the 
stub-book. 
P.ight 
here 
we 
call 
attention to w hat is evidently inadvertent 
omission in the bill—tlie failure to pro­ 
vide for the certification back of the stub- 
book to the custodian of the ballots, poll- 
iists and tally-sheets, and the preservation 
of the same along with the other docu- 
nientá of the Board. 
O ur San Francisco contemporary doubts 
the wisdom of elim inating the solicitation 
o; voters by candidates and candidate’s 
agents at the polls, and thinks th at it will 
do away with the voluntary appearance at 
the polling-places of men, who, desiring 
the success of a ticket come out to labor 
with their neighbors and induce them to 
vote it. 
I t is not made clear by our con 
tem porary how the conservation of the 
secrecy of the -ballot by abolishing the 
ticket-peddler prevents or tends to discour­ 
age missionary work at the polls. 
On the 
contrary, it appears to us that the very 
fact th at the v oters ballot cannot lie 
“ spotted” by the dealer in votes from the 
tim e of delivery to the voter until he puts 
it in the box, will stim ulate men to wrestle 
with their fellows to convince them of the 
claims of the candidates whose election 
they advocate, since they will be encour­ 
aged by the reflection th a t the lioss cannot 
assure the delivery of “ goods " he n 
have bought. 


“ A secret ballot is desirable,” says the 
Alta. 
I t should lie more strongly stated ; 
the phrase is weak ».ntil it is made to read 
“ A secret ballot is absolutely essential to 
an honest, free and full expression of the 
voter’s will.” 
This ,is not attained while 
it is possible for a “ striker,” or a “|>ee!er,” 
or a hireling of the bosses to seize upon a 
voter, thrust a ticke. into his hand and 
cling to him until he hasdeposited the bal­ 
lot—a scene that is repeated scores of times 
at every [Killing-placc in the land. 
U nder 
the proposed system the voter goes into 
the iKilling booth and votes his ticket 
w ithout any possibility .<.f being ken 
under cow bv any political agent, or under 
surveillance by a ticket peddler.

buildings 
erected. 
To patch Un and add to, er supplement 
the present inefficient structures, to sink 
more money in attem pting to improve the 
drainage and sewerage system, pronounced 
by experts to be a nuisance and incapable 
■of rectification, except a t enormous cost— 
and ever, then securing'the Home no com­ 
plete and proper drainage—is the poorest 
possible economy. 
L et the State start 
right in this m atter. 
I t is not a question 
where the new site shall he, but what shall 
it be? 
It is not a qcestion of present ex- 
per.diture, but one of lasting economy by 
present rig h t outlay. 
The AssemblyCom- 
m ittee on H ospitals it is understood cob 
demns the present location, and opposes 
any patchw ork to make it passably accept­ 
able. 
The m inority of the Senate Com­ 
m ittee on Hospitals reports in favor of a 
new location of the Home, and take a 
diam etrically opposed view of the question 
to that of the majority. 
In this it is in 
harmony with the Assembly Committee, 
and thus the real majority of the two com­ 
mittees favor relocation and a wiser econ­ 
omy than is proposed by the m ajority of 
the Senate Committee. 
Let us hope th a t 
in the Houses the question will be de­ 
localized and lifted out of the ru t of 
prejudices and into the realm of statesm an­ 
ship, th at is never shortsighted and th at 
considers the future as well as the present 
in its economic policy.

AN UNTENABLE POSITION. 


Tin people of Sacram ento will learn 
w ith surprise th a t their State Senator has 
taken a position in opposition to the mea 
sure proposing a London California E x h i­ 
bition. 
W hile it is not intended for an 
instant to im pugn the Senator's motive, or 
question his sincerity in reaching the con­ 
clusion at which he has arrived, we cannot 
understand how he can justify the position 
he assumes. 
H is constituency favors the 
m easure; 
by its commercial bodies, its 
business and agricultural organizations, by 
its press, and by a petition representative 
of business interests of all grades, and the 
varied industries of the county, he has 
been asked to support the measure. 
By 
declining to do so, and arraying him self in 
opposition to it, he makes the admission 
th at he does not in this m atter represent 
the expressed will of his constituents. 
W e can understand how a representative 
in whom im portant trusts are reposed can 
justify him self in opposing measures asked 
for by his constituents, where approval 
involves invasion of morals to w hich his 
conscience refuses to su b m it; or where the 
proposition, in his judgm ent, is vicious or 
violative of a principle he is sworn to 
m aintain. 
But upon a measure th at in­ 
volves simply and only a business policy, 
which the people 
have 
affirmed—the 
be3t method of advancing the general 
interest of 
all the community by en­ 
larging the m arket for 
its 
products 
the legislative representative of the people 
must be considered as in duty bound to re­ 
flect the known and expressed wishes of his 
constituency. 
W e take it th at the jieoplc 
of Sacramento have settled for themselves 
the sim ple question of w hat should be the 
State policy in this m atter. 
They have 
been heard from in a direct m anner in the 
affirmative, and no considerable body of 
them nor any special number of the indi­ 
vidual units of the community have risen 
in protest against the London Exhibition 
proiKisition. 
It is said th at the Senator holds the 
scheme to be promotive of liut a few inter­ 
ests, those of grape and fi uit-growers and 
possibly a few others. W e prefer to believe 
that he lias not committed himself to so 
obvious an absurdity. 
W hatever promotes 
the industries of varied production is in 
the im mediate interest of every other in­ 
dustry, trade, business or calling w ithin 
the State. 
W e can no more enlarge the 
m arket for California products w ithout 
lienefiting directly every m aterial interest 
of all the people than we can injure agri­ 
cultural industry w ithout visiting the ill 
results upon all others. 
T hat there can be 
any soundness in the argum ent th at a gen­ 
eral exhibition of California products in 
the center of the world’s m arket is lim ited 
in its lieneficial effects to the producers im­ 
mediately represented, is a projiosition too 
indefensible and too-directly opposed to the 
teachings of exiierience and to the observa­ 
tion of State development, to lie worthy of 
serious consideration. 
T he intelligence 
that has risen to no higher conception of 
the London E xhibition proposition than is 
bounded by the horizon of specific and lim ­ 
ited interests, -has failed to grasp the 
central thought of th e idea and is not well 
informed of the commercial principles 
upon which the scheme is based. 
Such 
conceptions are not S tate wide and do not, 
we submit, come up to the level of State 
craft.

The Engineer and Railway Builder 
Whose Genios Found the Path 
Over the Mountains.

R ecited by the Man Who Built the 
Union Pacific W ith a Regim ent 
o f Soldiers at His Back to 
Protect His Workmen 
Prom Indians. 


General G. M. Dodge, of Iowa, who 
served conspicuously w ith the Union forces 
during the war of 1861-65, read a paper be­ 
fore the Society of the Arm y of the Tennes­ 
see, at its twenty-first annual re-union at 
Toledo, Ohio, September 15, 1888, on the 
transcontinental railways, which is so re­ 
plete with interesting historical data, and 
is so charm ingly told, that it is here given 
in fu ll: 
GENERAL DODGE'S STORY. 
Mr. President and Companions o f the Army 
o f the Tennessee: 
'H a b it,'’ says Carlyle, 
is the deepest law of n a tu re ; it is our 
suprem e strength.” 
Likewise, to use the words of a compeer 
of Carlyle : “ In a great majority of things, 
habit is a greater plague than ever afflicted 
Egypt.” 
Í hasten to add my indorsement to both 
these observations. Nothing less than the 
truth contained in the former, I think all 
here who know me will adm it, could sup­ 
port one like myself, whose life-long pur­ 
suits unfit him for the role I have to ac­ 
cept, and subject him to the keen edge of 
the truth contained in the latter, in obeying 
such an order as the follow ing: 


LETTER FROM GENERA L SH ERM AN. 
“ F ifth A venue H otel, I 
N ew Y ork, May 14,1888. j 
“ General G. M. Dodge, Ño. 1 Broadway— 
D e a r G e n e r a l : The receipt this m orning 
of the A nnual Report of the Proceedings 
of the Society Army of the Tennessee, at 
Detroit, September 14th and 15th, 1887, re­ 
m inds me that our next meeting will be at 
Toledo, Ohio, September 15th and 16th, 
1888, and that it is m y duty to nam e two 
‘ Members ’ lo read at that meeting papers 
of interest and value for future historic 
refereuce. After scanning the list of living 
members, with a full knowledge of what 
has gone before, I have settled on you and 
Surgeon H artshorn, of Cincinnati. You 
can choose your own subject, and w hat I 
add is mere suggestion. The civil war 
w hich we shared was only a link in the 
great chain of our national development. 
Im portant events preceded that war which 
have plainly ciystallized into history ; the 
world did not stop, but went on, and you 
were directly an agent in the consequences. 
The Pacific States had to be brought into 
clear harm ony with the older Eastern 
communities, and you did much to build 
up the Union and Central Pacific Railroads, 
the pioneers, followed by four other trans­ 
continental lines, now in full operation. 
On this subject you cm say m uch that 
will have ‘ historic interest.’ 
“ I ask you to do this, and it will be 
printed and perused by thousands in the 
great future who cannot hear it read, but 
who will be edified long after you and I 
are gone. 
“ Simply write me that you will be at 
Toledo, September 15th, and I will as-ure 
you of all else. 
As ever vour friend, 
" W. T. S h e r m a n . ” 


ACCEPTS FROM H IS OLD COMMANDER. 
But I derive encouragement to proceed 
when 
I 
reflect 
ou 
the 
happy 
issue 
of the m any seemingly desperate enter­ 
prises undertaken in the past at the 
bidding of onr commander, to whose 
orders 
we 
all learned, a quarter of 
a century 
ago, to yield unquestioning 
obedience. 
More than a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ago I learned to trust in bis judgm ent, 
rather than my own, and m y experience is 
all the greater, since I know from experi­ 
ence and observation something of his ca­ 
pacity for correct judgm ent in these m at­ 
ters, as well a3 in those that were dom inant 
during the war. 
I recall the fact that it was, in a measure, 
under his auspices, if not his orders, that I 
proceeded from my post in the arm y to 
that of which I am now required to make 
report. 
Let me read the documentary 
proof of this, as well as his words of ap­ 
proval when the work was done: 


T H E GREAT WORK CONTEM PLATED. 
‘' H KAIKIU ARTERS MI LI TA R Y DI VISION 
o f t h e M i s s i s s i p p i ,

I>eavenwortii by May 1st, but he is not yet 
come. 
As soon as he reaches Leaven­ 
worth, or St. Louis, even, I consent to your 
goiug to Omaha to begin what, I trust, w ill 
be the real beginning of the great road. I 
start to morrow for Riley, whence I will 
cross over to Kearney hv land, and thence 
come into Omaha, wfcet’e I hope to meet 
you.

T H E TIM E FOR CONGRATULATIONS. 
Aftei an interval of three years, when I 
telegraphed General Sherman 
that the 
tracks Were joined, he answered as follows : 
•‘W a s h i n g t o n May 11, 186!). 
■'General G. M. Dodge : In common with 
millions, I sat yesterday an 1 heard the 
mystic taps of the telegraphic battery an­ 
nounce the nailing of the last spike in the 
great Pacific road. 
Indeed, am I its friend? 
Yea 
Yet. am I to be a part of it, for as 
early as 1854 I was Vice-President of the 
effort beeutt in San Francisco under the 
contract of Robinson, Seymour & Co. 
As 
soon es General Thomas makes certain 
prelim inary inspections in his command 
on the Pacific I will go out and, I need not 
say. will have different facilities from that 
of 1846, when the only way to California 
was by sail around Cape Horn, taking oar 
ships 196 days. 
All honor to you, to Du­ 
rant, to Jack and Dan Casement, to Reed, 
and the tliou-auds of brave teliows who 
have w rourht out this glorious problem, 
spite of changes, storms, and even doubts 
of the incredulous, and all tbe obstacles 
you have now happily surm ounted. 
“ W . T . S h e r m a n , G e n e r a l . ” 


FIRST S U R V E Y I N G FOR TH E O VER LA ND ROAD. 
Mor<* than this. Turn with me to the 
first 7olume of his memoirs, page 79, where 
he sa y s: 
“ Shortly af.cr returning from Monterey. 
I was sent by Genera! S tn ih up to Sacra­ 
m ento city to instruct I.'eutenants W arner 
and W illiam son, of the Engineers, to push 
their surveys of the Sierra Nevada m oun­ 
tains. for the purpose of ascertaining the 
possibility of passing that range by a rail­ 
road, a subject that then elicited universal 
interest. 
It was generally assumed that 
such a road could not be made along any of 
the im m igrant roads then in use, and W ar 
ner’s orders were to look further north up 
the Feather river, or some of its tributaries. 
W arner was engaged in this survey daring 
the sum m er and fail of 1849. and bad ex­ 
, plored to the very end of Goose Lake, the 
1 source of Feather river,” when this officer’s 
career was term inated by death in battle 
w ith the Indians. 
H e was too modest to add, as I have no 
doubt was the fact, that those instructions 
were sent at bis own suggestion ; that that 
was the first exploring party ever sent into 
the field for the special purpose of ascer 
taining the feasibility of constructing i 
railw ay on a portion of tbe iioe of one of 
tbe transcontinental routes ; and th at the 
exploration preceded.by at least four years, 
the Act of Congress m aking appropriations 
“ for exploration and surveys for a railroad 
route from the Mississippi river to tbe Pa­ 
cific ocean,” the earlier fruits of which were 


embodied in thirteen ponderous volumes, 
printed at the expense of the Government. 
A nd still farther. The interest thus early 
manifested, continued with unabated force, 
was signalized in the closing days of his 
official life by a sum m ary of transconti­ 
nental railroad construction up to that date, 
1883, so exhaustive as to the leading facts 
that I am at a loss touching the scope he 
expects me to give to this paper. The sum ­ 
m ary m ay be found in General Sherm an’s 
last report to the Secretary of W ar, includ­ 
ing the exhaustive statistics of Colonel Poe. 
(Ex. Doc. 1, part 2, 48th Congress, first Ses­ 
sion, pages 46-47 and 253-317.) 


W HOSE CONCEPTION W AS T H E OVER LA ND. 
Under all the circumstances, therefore, I 
m ust assume that he expects me to confine 
m y rem arks to som ething of an elabora­ 
tion of the details of the construction of 
those lines w ith which I was personally 
identified, more especially that which first 
of all linked the two oceans together. 
Before proceeding w ith this, however, a 
single observation 
in reference to the 
priority of claim may not be uninteresting 
or out of place. 
In General Sherm an's sum m ary, referred 
to above, it is stated that “ It would now be 
impossible to ascertain who was the first to 
suggest the construction of a railway to 
connect the eastern portion of our country 
with the Pacificcoast. It is probable that the 
idea in some form occurred to several per- 
#m s. Very recently E. V. Smalley, in his 
‘History of the N orthern Pacific Railroad,’ 
has presented the claim of Dr. Samuel B an­ 
croft Barlow, of Granville, Mass., to this 
distinction, details 
the 
evidence upon 
w hich the claim is founded, and shows 
that as early as 1834 (possibly in 1833) Dr. 
Barlow advocated the construction of a 
railroad from New York to the m outh of 
the Columbia river, by direct appropria­ 
tions from the treasury of the United 
States. But in presenting this claim to 
priority, is it not possible that the fact has 
been overlooked that Dr. Barlow's paper in 
the Intelligencer, o í Westfield, Mass., was 
called forth by a series of articles upon the 
same subject, published in the Emmigrant, 
of W ashtenaw county, Michigan Territory? 
And is not, therefore, that unknow n w riter 
of those articles really entitled to whatever 
credit attaches to priority of suggestion?” 


M EM ORIAL TO CONGRESS IN 1846. 
W hile this statem ent is true, so far as 
we are now able to ascertain, it is a singu­ 
lar fact that before a mile of railroad was 
laid in any part of the world a design of 
connecting the A tlantic with the Pacific 
Ocean by means of steam-carriage was 
broached, if we can believe the following 
statement, which I quote from the m em o­ 
rial of Robert Mills, of February 18, 1846 
(H. R. Doc. 173, Twenty-ninth Congress, 
first session): 
' 
“ The author has had the honor of being, 
perhaps, the first in the field to propose to 
connect the Pacific with the A tlantic by a 
railroad from the head navigable waters of 
tbe noble rivers disemboguing into the 
ocean. 
Iu 1819 he published a work on 
the internal im provement of Maryland. 
Virginia and South Catolina, connected 
w ith the intercourse of the States of the 
W est.” 
“ The following extract from this work 
will present the idea then formed, both of 
the practicability and im portance of this 
intercourse to the nation,” etc., etc. 
Then follows a description, inclosed by 
quotation marks, of a scheme of steam lo ­ 
comotion between the headwaters of the 
Mississippi valley and that of the valley of 
the Columbia, too long for repetition on an 
occasion like this. 


BEFORE TH E RAILROAD AN D NOW . 
I shall confine my paper to the acts and 
works of those who first took hold, as citi­ 
zens, and in a private capacity built the 
Pacific roads. 
W hen I first saw the country west of the 
Missouri river it was w ithout civil govern­ 
ment, inhabited almost exclusively by In ­ 
dians. The few white men in it were voy- 
ageurs, or connected in some way with the 
United States army. 
It was supposed to be 
uninhabitable, w ithout any natural re­ 
sources or productiveness, ii vast expanse 
of arid plains, broken here and there with 
barren, snow-capped 
mountains. 
Even 
Iowa w-js unsettled west of the Des Moines 
river. 
It cm t the Government, in those days, 
from one to two cents per pound to haul 
freight 100 miles !o supply its posts ; and I 
was at one time in the country between 
H um boldt and the Platte nearly eight 
m onths w ithout seeing a white man, other 
than m y own employes. 
Now, from the Missouri river to the Pa­ 
cific, from the Red River and the Rio 
Grande to the British possessions, the ter­ 
ritory is under civil law. 
The vast region is traversed its entire 
leugth by five great transcontinental lines 
of railroad. There is hardly a county in it 
not organized, and it is safe to say that 
there is not a township that is without an 
occupant. 
Its plains teem with all the 
products grown east of the Missouri river. 
It ’¡as become the great corn and wheat 
producing belt of the United States; its 
m ountains are the producers of millions of 
ores, and from every range and valley iron 
and coal, in im mense quantities, are being 
mined 
It is is said tliat a railroad enhances ten 
times the value of the country through 
which it runs and controls, but the value 
of this country has been enhanced hun­ 
dreds of times. 
The Government has 
reaped from it a thousand-fold for every 
dollar it has expended; and the Pacific 
roads have been the one great cause that 
made this state of affairs possible. The 
census of 1890 will place in this territory 
fifteen millions of people, and in twenty 
years it will support forty millions. 


AN EARLY E X PE R IE N C E . 
It is difficult, I doubt not, for you to 
comprehend the fact that tbe first time I 
crossed the Missouri river was on a raft, 
and at a point w heie slands the city of 
Omaha to-day. That night I slept in ’the 
• tepee” of an Omaha Indian. 
W hen I crossed my party over to make 
the first explorations not one of us had any 
knowledge of Indians, of the Indian lan­ 
guage or plains-craft. The Indians sur­ 
rounded 
our wagons, took wliat they 
wanted, and dubbed us "squaw s.” In mv 
exploring, ahead and alone, I struck the 
Elkhorn river about noon. 
Being tired, I 
hid my rifle, saddle and blanket, sauntered 
out into a secluded place in tbe woods with 
my pony and lay down to sleep. I was 
awakened, and found my pony gone. I 
looked out upon the valley and saw an In ­ 
dian running off with him . 
I was twenty- 
five miles from m y party, and was terrified. 
It was mv first experience, for I was very 
young. W hat possessed me I do not know, 
but I grabbed my ritie and started after the 
Indian, hallooing at the top of my; voice. 
The pony held back, and the Indian, see­ 
ing me gain upon him , let the horse go, 
jum ped into tbe Elkhorn and put that riv e r 
between us. 
The Indian was a I’awnee. H e served 
under me in 1865, and said to me that I 
made so much noise he was " heep scared.” 
W ithin a radius of ten miles of that 
same ground to-day are five distinct lines of 
railroad, coming from all parts of the coun­ 
try, concentrating at Omaua for a connec­ 
tion with the Union Pacific. 


T H E 
FIRST PR IV AT E

The men who put their money in that 
enterprise conceived the idea of working 
up a scheme, west of Iowa, that would bean 
inducem ent to capital to invest in carrying 
their project across Iowa to the Missouri 
river. They also wished to determ ine at 
what point on the Missouri the Pacific rail­ 
road would start, so as to term inate their 
road at that point. The explorers adopted 
Council Bluffs. Iowa, as the point. All 
roads crossing the State for years ended 
their surveys at that poiut, and all roads 
now built connect with that point. These 
exp'.oratious, commenced by me in 1853, 
were continued each year until 1861, when 
the result was seen in the framing of tbe 
bill now known as the “ Law of 1862.” 
After this bill was passed tbe Union P a­ 
cific Company was organized at Chicago. 
September 2, 1862, and Reed, Dey ano 
Brayton made reconnoissances east of tbe 
mountains, Reed confining bis work to the 
crossing of the m ountains to reach the 
Great Salt Lake basin. The effort to engage 
capital in the road was a failure, and work 
was suspended. 


TH E IN IT IA L WORK AN D MR. LINCOLN. 
During the explorations in 1856 or 1857 
happened to retum 
to Council Bluffs, 
where Mr. Lincoln chanced to be on bus- 
inesa. It was then quite an event for an 
exploriug party to reach the States. 
After 
dinner, while I was sitting on the stoop of 
the Pacific House. Mr. Lincoln came and 
sat beside me, and in his kindly way and 
m anner was soon draw ing from me all 1 
knew of the country west, and the result of 
my surveys. The secrets that were to go to 
my employers he got, and, in fact, as the 
saying there was, he completely “ shelled 
my woods.” 
President Lincoln in the 
spring of 1863 sent for me to come to Wash­ 
ington. 
W hen I received the sum mons from Gen­ 
eral Grant at Corinth, Miss., to repair to 
Washington, giving no reason, it alarmed 
me. I bad armed, without anUiority, a lot 
of negroes and organised them into a com­ 


pany to guard the Corinth contraband 
camp. It had been pretty severely criti­ 
cised in the arm y, and I thought this act of 
m ine had partly to do w ith m y call to 
W ashington ; however, upon reaching there 
and reporting to the President, I found that 
he recollected his conversation on the P a­ 
cific House stoop; that he was, under the 
law, to fix the eastern term inus of the P a­ 
cific ro ad ; and also, that he was very an x ­ 
ious to have the road commenced and built, 
and desired to consult me on those ques­ 
tions. 


M R. LINCOLN 
DECLARED TH E 
ROAD A M IL I­ 
TA RY NECESSITY. 
In the diBcnssion of the means of build­ 
ing the road I thought and urged th at no 
private combination should be relied on, 
but th at it m ust be done by the Govern­ 
m ent. The President frankly said that the 
Government had its hands full. 
Private 
enterprise m ust do the work, and all the 
Government could do was to aid. 
W hat 
he wished to know of me was, w hat was 
required of the Government to insure its 
commencement and completion. H e said 
it was a m ilitary necessity that the road 
should be built. 
From W ashington I proceeded to New 
Y ork, and after consulting there with the 
parties who had the question before them , 
the bill of 1864 was drawn. In due tim e it 
passed, and under it the Union and Central 
Pacific Railroads, constituting one con­ 
tinuous line, were built. 


T H E W AR CRISIS IK 1864. 
In the fall of 1864, after the fall of At­ 
lanta, and while on m y retum from City 
Point, where I had been to visit General 
Grant for a couple of weeks, the Com­ 
mander-in-Chief sent me back by way of 
W ashington to see the President. 
W hile the President referred to the Pacific 
road, its progress, and the result of my 
former visit, he gave it very little thought, 
gave it very ] 
apparently, and his great desire seemed to 
be to get encouragement respecting the 
situation around Richm ond, which just 
then was very dark. 
People were criticis­ 
ing G rant’s strategy, and telling how to take 
Richm ond. I think the advice and pressure 
on President Lincoln were almost too much 
for him , for during my entire visit, which 
lasted several hours, he confiued himself, 
after reading a chapter out of a hum orous 
book ( I believe called the “ Gospel of 
Peace” ), to G rant and the situation at 
Petersburg and Richm ond. 
After 
Atlanta, 
my assignment to a 
separate departm ent brought the country 
between the Missouri river and California 
under m y command, and then I was 
charged with the Indian campaigns of 1865 
and 1866. 
I traveled again over all that 
portion ot the country I had explored in 
former years, and saw the beginning of that 
great future that awaited it. I then began 
to comprehend its capabilities and resources: 
and in all movements ot our troops and 
scouting parties I had reports made upon 
the country—its resources and topography; 
and I, myself, during 
the 
two year’s, 
traversed it east and west, north and south, 
from the Arkansas to the Yellowstone, and 
from the Missouri to theSalt Lake basin. 


DISCOVERY OF SH ERM AN PASS. 
It was on one of these trips that I dis­ 
covered the pass through the Black H ilh, 
and gave it the nam e of Sherm an, in honor 
of my great chief. Its elevation is 8,236 
feet, and for years it was the highest point 
reached by any railroad in the United 
States. The circumstances of this accidental 
discovery may not be uninteresting to you. 
W hile returning from the Powder river 
campaign I was in the habit of leaving m y 
troops and train, and with a few men, ex­ 
am ining all the approaches and passes 
from Fort Fetterm an south over the second­ 
ary range of m ountains known as the Black 
Hills, the most difficult to overcome with 
proper grades of all the ranges, on account 
of its short slopes and great hight. 
W hen 
I reached the Lodge Pole creek, up which 
went the overland trial, I took a few 
mounted men—I think, six—and w ith one 
of my scouts as guide, went up the creek 
to the sum m it of Cheyenne Pass, striking 
south along the crest of the m ountains to 
obtain a good view of the country, the 
troops and trains at the same tim e passing 
along the east base of the m ountains on 
what was known as the St. Vrain and the 
Laramie trail. 
About noon, in the valley of a tributary 
of Crow creek, we discovered Indians, who, 
at the same time, discovered us. They were 
between us and our trains. 
I saw our 
danger and took means immediately to 
reach the ridge and try to head them off, 
and follow it to where the calvary could 
see our signals. 
W e dismounted 
and 
started down the ridge, holding the In ­ 
dians at bay, when they came too near, 
with our W inchesters. It was nearly night 
when the troops saw our smoke-signals* of 
danger and came to our relief; and in going 
to the train we followed this ridge out until 
I discovered it led down to the plains w ith­ 
out a break. I then said to m y guide that 
if we saved our seal j >3 I believed we had 
found the crossing of the Black H ills—and 
over this ridge, between the Lone Tree and 
Crow creeks, the wonderful line over the 
m ountains was built. For over two years 
all explorations had failed to find a satis­ 
factory crossing of this raDge. The country 
east of it was unexplored, but we had no 
doubt we could reach it. 


FRONTIER INC ID EN TS. 
In 1S67, General Augur, General John A. 
Rawlins, Colonel Mizaer and some others 
crossing the plains w ith mp, reached the 
point where I camped that night. 
We 
spent there the 4th of July, and General 
Rawlins made a rem arkable speech com­ 
memorating the day. We located there 
the post of D. A. Russell and the city of 
Cheyenne. At that time the nearest settle­ 
m ent was at Denver, 150 miles away ; and 
while we lay there the Indians swooped 
down on a Mormon train that had fol­ 
lowed our trail and killed two of its men ; 
bnt we saved their stock and started the 
graveyard of the future city. 


EXPLO RATIO NS FOR A PACIFIC RAILRO AD 
The explorations by the Government for 
a Pacific railroad are ail matters of official 
report, long since published and open to ail. 
They were the basis for tbe future explora­ 
tions of all tbe traus continental lines, ex­ 
cept the Union Pacific, then known as 
that of the 42d parallel of latitude. T hat 
line, and the country from the Arkansas to 
the Yellowstone, was explored and devel­ 
oped m ainly by private enterprise, and it 
is by far the most practicable line crossing 
the continent—the shortest, quickest, of 
lightest curvature and lowest grades and 
sum mits. It is not, in an engineering point 
of view, the true line from the A tlantic to 
the Pacific, but in a commercial point of 
view it is. 
In an engineering point of view we 
demonstrated, before the year 1860, that 
the true line was up the Platte to its forks, 
to which point the Union Pacific is now 
built, then up the North Platte and Sweet­ 
water to the South Pass, and then down 
the Snake river (where the Oregon Short 
Line now runs), to the Columbia and then 
to tide-water at Portlaud. The Uniou and 
Central were built lor commercial value, 
and to obtain tbe shortest and quickest line 
from ocean to ocean. 
The line of the Central was controlled 
almost entirely by the development of the 
m ining indus’ries in California and Ne­ 
vada until it reached the H um boldt; then 
its natural course would be to reach Salt 
Lake and tbe Mormon settlements. The 
Union Pacific objective point was the Pa­ 
cific coast by way of the great Platte valley 
and Salt Lake. 


REGULATIONS CONCERNING CONSTRUCTION, 
Every m ile of tbe Pacific road that 
received subsidies from the Government, 
bad to have the approval of tbe Govern­ 
ment three different times, through its se­ 
lected officers, before one cent could be re 
ceived or an acre of laud certified. 
1st. The prelim inary survey, showing 
the general route of the’ line, had to be ac­ 
cepted as in compliance with the law and 
satisfactory to the President. 
2d. As each section of 50 or 100 miles 
was finally located on the ground, this 
being the actual line to be built upon, 
which could not be deviated from, it bad to 
be filed in the Interior Departm ent, receive 
the approval of its Secretary, and the Great 
Seal of the country. 
Finally, when a section of 20 or more 
miles was completed and equipped as re- 
qu:red by law, the United States Govern­ 
ment sent ont three expert commissioners, 
who examined again, not only all materials 
put in it, its method of construction and its 
road aa constructed, but went behind all 
other approvals that bad been made, and 
assumed tbe right of might, not law, to dis­ 
approve wbat bad before been approved, 
and upon which approval the road had 
been constructed. 
For the sake of peace and to avoid delays 
we submitted and made any changes de­ 
manded, which, to their credit I m ust say, 
were very few. The grades, the road-beds, 
the cuts, fills, bridges, ties, rails, spikes, 
joints—everything bad to be done up to tbe 
standard adopted by the Government, a 
standard adopted on the advice, íd several 
cases, of people who had never seen the 
‘ country. And after the road was completed, 
' in m any cases it had to be changed to over­ 
come one great obstacle that one un­ 
acquainted with the country would never 
dream of—the question of snow. W e had 
to study every sum m it, every m ountain 
side, every valley, to find from the curren is 
which was the snowy side and which the 
barren; and over the whole 1,500 miles of 
line located for tbe Union Pacific for three 


winters we kept engineers in tents and dug- 
outs w atching from four to six m onths 
the drift of the snow and w ater to be over­ 
come, and the safest, surest and most ef­ 
fectual methods of doing it. 


T H E R A T * OF G OVERNM ENT A ID . 
The charter of 18S4 provides that the 
loan in bonds shall change from $16,000 
a mile to $32,000 
at the east base of 
the Rocky m ountains and west base of the 
Sierra Nevada. 
W hen we reached the m ountains a series 
of questions arose as to how this base 
should be determined. 
The eastern base 
was determined by Mr. Blickensderfer, 
who was appointed by the Government. 
After exam ining the country he declared it 
to be right at the foot of the mountains, 
where the heavy grades to overcome the 
first range, the Black H ills, were made nec­ 
essary—a very proper decision. 
The west base of the Sierra was located 
near Sacramento, where the drift of the 
m ountains reached into that valley, or 
where, you m ight say, the first approach to 
the m ountains begins, but long before the 
heavy grades commenced. 


ESTABLISH IN G 
TH E 
L IN E 
THROUGH 
UTAH . 
Reconnoissances made in 1862-63-64 had 
demonstrated that a serious question would 
arise in reaching the H um boldt valley from 
the western foot of the W ahsatch m ount­ 
ains in the Salt Lake basin. Should the 
line go north or south of the lake? The 
Mormon Church and all of its followers, a 
central power of great use to the trans-con­ 
tinental roads, were determ inedly in favor 
of the south line. It was preached from 
its pulpits, and authoritatively announced 
that a road could not be built or run north 
of the lake. 
But our explorations in an 
earlier day unqualifiedly indicated 
the 
north side, though an exhaustive exam ina­ 
tion was made south and only one line run 
north, it being our m ain line to the Cali­ 
fornia State line surveyed in 1867. 
The explorations by parties south of the 
lake and the personal exam inations of the 
chief engineer, determ ined that it had no 
m erits as compared with the north line; 
and on such reports the north line was 
adopted by the company and accepted by 
the Government. 


TH E RACE IN CONSTRUCTION. 
Brigham Young called a conference of bis 
church and refused to accept the decision; 
prohibited his people from contracting or 
working for the Union Pacific, and threw 
all of his influence and efforts to the Cen­ 
tral Pacific, which just at that tim e was of 
great mom ent, as there was a complete 
force of Mormon contractors and laborers 
in Salt Lake valley competent to construct 
the line 200 miles east or west of the lake, 
and as the two companies had entered into 
active competition, each respectively to see 
how far east or west of the lake they could 
build, that city being the objective point 
and the key to the control of the com­ 
merce of that great basin. 
The Central Pacific Company entered 
upon the exam ination of the lines long 
after the Union Pacific had determined and 
filed its line, and we waited the decision of 
their engineers with some anxiety. We 
knew they could not obtain so good a line 
but we were in doubt whether, with the 
aid of the Mormon Church and the fact 
that the line south of the lake passed 
through Salt Lake City, the only comm er­ 
cial capital between the Missouri river and 
Sacramento, they m ight decide to take the 
loug and undulating line; and then would 
arise tbe question as to which (the one 
built south, the other built north, and it 
would fall to the Government to decide) 
should receive the bonds and become the 
trans-continental line. 
However the en­ 
gineers of the Central Pacific, Clements 
and Ives, took as strong gronnd, or stronger 
than we in favor of the north line, and lo­ 
cated almost exactly upon the ground the 
Union Pacific had occupied a year before; 
and this brought the Mormon 'forces back 
to tbe Union Pacific, their first love. 
The location of the Union Pacific was 
extended to the California State line, and 
that of the Central Pacific to the m outh of 
Weber Canyon. The Union Pacific work 
was opened ami most of the line graded to 
H um boldt Wells, 219 miles west of Ogden, 
and the Union Pacific met the track of the 
Central Pacific at Prom ontory Summit, 
1,186 miles west of the Missouri river and 
<338 miles east of Sacramento, on May 
9, 1869, to the wonder of America, and the 
utter astonishm ent of the whole world— 
completing the entire line seven years be­ 
fore the lim it of tim e allowed by the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 


TH E GREAT WORK ACCOM PLISHED. 
On the occasion of the completion of the 
road there assembled on the bleak m ount­ 
ain side representatives of nearly all civil­ 
ized nations. 
As the last spike was driven, 
connection was made with every telegraph 
office between the Atlantic and the Pacific, 
and every blow was heard throughout the 
land. To the representatives of the road 
there came over the wires the congratula­ 
tions of authorities, officials and eminent 
people of every country that could be 
reached 
by 
wire, and 
among 
them 
all 
was 
one 
that 
I 
prized 
above 
ail others — the telegram which I have 
already read in your hearing. 
You who 
know what it is to receive commendation 
and promolion on the field of battle, in the 
face of your enemy, can appreciate the 
satisfaction conferred by such a message 
from such a source. 


T H E G OVERNM ENT COM M ISSIONERS- RI PORT. 
How well we did our work I leave to the 
committee, who, after an exhaustive ex­ 
am ination of it, subm itted its report to the 
Government to say as follow s: 
“ The foregoing shows that the location 
of the Union Pacific Railroad is in accord­ 
ance with the law, as a whole and in its 
different parts, the most direct, central and 
practicable that could be found between 
Omaha and the head of Great bait Lake. 
'T aken as a whole, the Union Pacific 
Railroad has been well constructed. The 
general route for the line is exceedingly 
well selected, crossing the Rocky Moumaiu 
ranges at some of the most favorable passes 
on the continent, and possessing capabili­ 
ties for easy grades and favorable align­ 
ments unsurpassed by any other railway 
line on sim ilarly elevated grounds. The 
energy and perseverance with which the 
work has been urged forward, and the 
rapiditv with which it has been executed, 
are w ithout parallel in history. In the 
grandeur and magnitude of the undertak­ 
ing it has never been equaled, and no other 
line compares with this in the arid and 
barren character of the country it traverses, 
giving rise to uuusual inconveniences and 
difficulties, and imposing the necessity of 
obtaining almost every requisite of mate­ 
rial, of labor and of supplies for its con­ 
struction from tbe extreme initial point of 
its commencement. 
“ Deficiencies exist, but they are almost 
without exception those incident to all new 
roads, or of a character growing out of the 
peculiar difficulties encountered or insepar­ 
ably connected with the unexam pled pro­ 
gress of the work, a m atter of the greatest 
importance and highly creditable to the 
able management of the company ; and 
they can ail be supplied at an outlay but 
litlfe exceeding that which would have ob­ 
viated them in tbe first instance, but at tbe 
cost of materially retarding the progress of 
the work. 
Under the circumstances, it is 
much more a m atter of surprise that so few 
mistakes were made and so few defects 
exist than it wonld be, had serious deficien­ 
cies been of more frequent occurrence; and 
the country has reason to congratulate 
itself that this great work of national im ­ 
portance is so rapidly apcroacbing com­ 
pletion under such favorable auspices.

ANOTHER AN D GREATER TESTIM ONIAL 
To the proper construction of the road is 
the fact that when tbe Canadian Pacific 
was about to be built the Dominion Gov­ 
ernm ent, some tim e iu 1873 or 1874, ex­ 
amined tbe Uniou Pacific carefully, and, 
in m aking its contract for the building of 
tbe Canadian Pacific, used the Uniou Pa­ 
cific as its stan d ard ; and there occurs a 
clause in their contract which provides 
that the Canadian Pacific, when completed, 
shall be equal in all its parts (in road-bed, 
structures, alignments and equipments) to 
the Union Pacific as found in the year 
1874—and that Government is now m ak­ 
ing a settlement with its contractors and 
claiming that the Canadian Pacific has not 
yet been brought to that standard. 
’ W hen we consider that England and its 
colonies have the reputation of building 
the most substantial roads in the world, 
this fact must certainly go to the credit of 
tbe builders of the Union Pacific, and is a 
severe comment npon tbe attacks that have 
been made upon the Pacific railroads by 
onr own Government and people. 
The day for estimating the benefit of these 
lines to tbe nation or comparing them 
with anyone's foresight or predie i 'us of 
the revolution they would m ake i " ‘he 
trade, commerce and population of the 
country, has long since passed. 


BE N E FITS OF TH E PACIFIC ROADS. 
Some of the benefits derived from the 
< building of tbeee roads art! 


1. The change of climate. 
2. The bringing under 
cultivation of 
m illions upon m illions of acres of plair.s- 
land, m aking homes for the num erous im ­ 
m igrants to the country. 
3. T he development of vast m ineral belts 
that now .supply the world with gold, sil­ 
ver and copper. 
4. The developm ent of im mense quanti­ 
ties of coal, Anthracite and bituminous, 
that are already supplying the population 
and industries between the Missouri river 
and the Pacific. 
5. The discovering, yearly, of immense 
beds of all kinds of o re that go into the iron, 
tin, earthen and other industries. 
There 
seems to be no metal th at the R o c k y m oun­ 
tains cannot furnish the ore to produce 
6. The empire that the roads have made 
possible will, in the near future, exceed in 
occupied territory, population, wealth and 
savings all those of the country east of tbe 
Missouri river as measured to-day. 


FIN A N C IA L AN D COMMERCIAL RESULTS. 
In the last two years the financial strides' 
have been rem arkable. The Govern men: 
is daily adding to its treasury more than 
all the interest upon ail the sum s it has ex­ 
pended in developing it, and does not yet 
know w hat it has acquired ; nor does it 
comprehend in any degree what it will in 
years to come pay into our treasury. 
It 
has already built up four great commercial 
centers, each controlling territory 500 miles 
in diameter—one ou the Missouri river, 
one in Colorado, one in Salt Lake basin 
and one on the Pacific coast; and three 
more are in their infancy—one on the Rio 
Grande, one in M ontana and another in 
Oregon. The banking capital and deposits 
in the centers illustrate their progress. They 
am ount to over one hundred millions of 
dollars to-day. 
On the completion of the road, at the re­ 
quest of the Board of Directors, we made 
au estimate of the earnings for five and ten 
years after com pletion.’ By claiming the 
overland trade of all the British islands, 
of China and Japan, and taking that of the 
entire Pacific coast, we estimated the entire 
earnings in five years at $5,000 per mile. 
W e gave 80 per cent, ot this to through 
traffic, and 20 per cent, to local. 
W ithin 
ten years the local development brought 
the earnings up to $12,000 per mile, aud to­ 
day the through traffic is not 5 per cent, of 
its gross earnings. 
In 1887 the Union 
Pacific system earned a grand total of 
$28,557,766; the Central and Southern Pa­ 
cific, $37,930,162; tbe Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe, $18,401 366; the Northern 
Pacific, $12,789,447, and tbe Texas Pacific, 
$6,200,000. 
Nearly one-half as 
much more was 
earned by local roads that developed a por­ 
tion of each State and Territory, but were 
not part of the continental system. The 
trade, traffic and development of that vast 
empire, not yet thirty-five years old, has 
passed 
beyond 
all 
figure's, 
and 
we 
simply look upon it as two great com m er­ 
cial zones following that other great empire, 
between the lakes and the Missouri river, 
whose development has been the adm ira­ 
tion and wonder of the world. 


TH E GREAT CLIMATIC RESULTS. 
The building of the Pacific roads has 
changed the climate between the Missouri 
river and the Sierra Nevada. 
In the ex­ 
trem e west it is not felt so much as be­ 
tween the Missouri river aDd the Rockv 
mountains. 
Before settlement had de­ 
veloped it, the country west of the Missouri 
river could raise very little of the m ain 
crops, except by irrigation. 
From April 
until September no rain fell. The snows 
of the m ountains furnished the streams 
with water and the bunch-grass with suffi­ 
cient dampness to sustain it until July, 
when it become cured and was the food 
that sustained all anim al life on the plains, 
sum m er and winter. 
I have seen herds of buffalo, hundreds of 
thousands in num ber, living off bunch- 
grass 
that 
they obtained 
by 
pawing 
through two feet of snow on the level. 
It 
was this feature that induced the stocking 
of im mense ranches with cattle. 
Buffalo 
never changed the character of the grass, 
but herds of cattle did, so that now, on the 
ranges, very little of the bunch or buffalo 
grass remains. 
Since the building of these roads, it is 
calculated that the rain belt moves west­ 
ward at the rate of eight miles per year. 
It has now certainly reached the plains of 
Colorado, and for two years the pioneers of 
that high and dry state have raised crops 
w ithout irrigation, right up to the foot of 
the m ountai: s. 
Salt Lake since 1853 has risen nineteen 
feet, subm erging whole farms along its 
border and threatening the level desert 
west of it. 
It has been a gradual but per­ 
m anent rise, and conies from the additional 
moisture falling during the year—rain and 
snow. Professor Agassiz, in 1867, after a 
visit to Colorado, predicted that this in­ 
crease of moisture would come by the dis­ 
turbance of the electrical currents, caused 
by the bnilding of the Pacific railroads and 
settlem ent of the country. 


TH E PACIFIC ROAD BUILDERS. 
The Union Pacific and the Central Pa­ 
cific were fortunate in selecting a class of 
young men for their work, some of them 
hardened by five years’ experience in the 
war, whose whole soul and interest were 
in it. They commenced first in the ex­ 
ploring and engineering parties, and finally 
landed as chiefs in some part of the work. 
On the Union Pacific were Dey, Reed, 
Hurd, Blickensderfer, Morris McCartney, 
Eddy, House, H udnut, Maxwell, Brown, 
Appleton, Clark, Hoxey, Snyder, tbe Case­ 
ments, and many others’under them . Some 
of them laid down their lives in the work 
—ail reached fame in after years and were 
builders and operators on all the great 
trans-continental lines, including the Ca­ 
nadian Pacific. 
On the Central Pacfic were Judah. Mont­ 
ague, Clcment3, Ives, Gray. Towne -.¡nd 
others (hat I cannot name. 
Some of these 
men have ruct five times in m aking the 
connections that completed the great trans­ 
continental lines. 
I found some of the 
men who made the tiist connection at 
Prom ontory again at Sierra Blanca at the 
joining of the Texas Pacific and Southern 
Pacific, and still again at Em ery’s Gap the 
present year, in connecting New O:leans 
and the gu If with Denver. 
On tbe Atchi­ 
son and Topeka and on the Northern, os 
well as on the Canadian Pacific, some of 
the men took part in laying the connecting 
rails. 
The men who made p- ssible this work, 
who threw fhr-ir fortunes, their health, 
their reputations into it, will one day stand 
in civil life like our great leaders in the 
war. 
Monuments to their enterprise dot 
the country betwpen (lie Missouri river and 
the Rocky Mountains, between the Pacific 
and the W ahsatch. 
They were the men 
who had made possible a population, w ith­ 
in the next twenty years, between tbe 
Missouri river and the Pacific coast, of fifty 
millions of people. They have been li­ 
beled, abused, vilified, and, in some cases, 
bankrupted and driven to their graves; 
but tbeir works stand, and their m onu­ 
ments will yet come—the Ameses. Diilon, 
Duff. Durant. Atkins. Dexter. Baker, I)ix, 
Brooks, Stanford, H untington, Hopkins 
and Crocker. 


TH E BU ILD IN G WAS 
PATRIOTIC WORK. 
I do not state this alone or my own 
knowledge, but I appeal io the most en­ 
thusiastic, tbe most helpful of all ibe Gen­ 
erals in this great enterprise. One who 
knew these people, who saw them , who 
watched them at their work, will tell you 
that they should deserve the same praise 
for tbeir acts in civil life, as he and his fol­ 
lowers did for tbeir victories in the war. 
The two were inseparable, and the last 
could not have been but for lbe first. 
Many have supposed that they engaged in 
it 
for purely 
mercenary 
motives—for 
the money they could make ont of i t ; 
but 1 say 
to’ you 
that their hearts 
and patriotism were in the work, as much 
as yours were in the war, and if they had 
invested their money and credit in any 
other business, as they did in this, they 
would have l-eeu the gainers. They and 
their subordinate' were 


D ETERM INED TO BU ILD A FIRST CLASS ROAD. 
I have plenty of evidence to .sustain this 
beyond question. 
The 1‘iesident, Oliver 
Ames, and tbe Board of Directors sustained 
the engineers in building a road of the low­ 
est grades and lightest curvature the coun­ 
try would adm it. 
W hen some of those 
interested desired to use the maxim um 
authorized bylaw and build a surface road, 
the Board invariably stood by for the lines 
of the engineers—those offeriug the great­ 
est commercial value. 
¿.T he instructions given me by Oliver 
Ames and Sydney Dillon, one at tbe head 
of the railroad company and tbe other at 
the head of the construction company, 
were invariably to obtain the best line tbe 
couutry afforded, regardless of expense. 
Oakes Ames otice wrote me when it seemed 
alm ost impossible to raise money to meet 
our expenditures : “Go ahead; the work 
Shall not stop, even if takes the shovel 
shop.” 
The Ameses were manufacturers of shov­ 
els and tools, aDd their fortunes were in­ 
vested in that business, and, as we ail 
know, tbe shovel shop went. When the 
day came that the business of the Amests 
should g> or ‘he Union Pari fio, Oakes 
Ames said : "Save the credit of the road— 
I will fail.” 
It took s man of courage and patriotism 
to make that decision and lay down a rep­ 
utation and business credit that was inval­ 


uable in New England and one that had 
come down through alm ost a cenlurv. To 
him it was wrwse than death, and it was 
the hlow which, followed bv other*, put 
him in his grave. 


TO EM PH A SIZ E TH ESE OBSERVATIONS, 
Perm it me to quote a brace of paragraphs 
from a letter dated January 6, 1859, ad­ 
dressed to Hon. John Sherm an, M. C„ and 
made public through the Xational Intelli­ 
gencer. 
It was from his brother, then un 
known to fame, and is even yet o*>e of the 
most rem arkable and instructive short 
papers to be found iu the literature of 
trans-continental railwav construction. He 
gave many weighty reasons why a railway 
! to the Pacific should be built, but thought 
! it could not be done unless by the nation, 
j "It i? a work of giants,” lie seatenrionsly 
: dec'ares, "and Uncle Sam is the only giant 
I know who can or should grapple the sub­ 
ject.” T hat paper alone, in the light of 
later events, wonld stam p its author as a 
far-seeing statesman ami an enlightened 
engineer, and I shall ask his permission to 
record it aa a part of this paper. Tha fol­ 
lowing declarations taken from it show how 
the project was viewed in 1359 : 
"It so Happens that for the past ten years 
the Sierra Nevada baa been crossed at every 
possible point by miners iu search of gold, 
by emigrants going and coraiug and by 
skillful and scientific men. I, myself, have 
been along a great part of that range, and 
have no hesitation in saving that there are no 
passes by which a railw ay, to be traveled 
by the most powerful locomotive now in 
use, can be carried through the Sierra Ne­ 
vada. unless at the extrem e head of the 
Sacramento, near the town of Shasta or 
Fort Reading, or at the extrem e head of 
the San Joaquin, near the Tejon. 
“ I now assert my belief that tbe great 
railroad will not receive enough net profits 
to pay interest on its cost 
Yet, I will not 
attem pt an estimate of either the cost ol the 
road or its income. I believe tbe cost will 
not fall much, if any, short of $200,000,000. 
the interest on which (Government bonds, 
sav 5 per cent, per annum ,) would be $10,­ 
000,000.” 


THU W AR MADE B U IL D IN G PO SSIBLE. 
The experience of the war made possible 
the building of this trans-continental rail­ 
road, not only physically but financially. 
The Government, already burdened with 
billions of debt, floated fifty m illions more, 
and by this action it created a credit which 
enabled the railroad company to float an 
equal am ount, and these two credits, when 
handled by men of means and courage, 
who also threw their own private fortunes 
into the scale, accomplished the work. 
If it had been proposed before the war 
that the United Statesshould lend its credit 
and issue its bonds to build a railroad 2,000 
miles long, across a vast barren plain only 
known to the red man, uninhabited, w ith­ 
out one dollar of business to sustain it, the 
proposition alone would have virtually 
bankrupted the nation. 
Possibilities of finance, as developed dur­ 
ing the war, made this problem not only 
possible, but solved and carried it out, and 
accomplished in three years a feat which 
no plan ever before suggested proposed to 
accomplish in ten vears ; and while it was 
being accomplished the only persons who 
had real, solid, undoubted faith in its com­ 
pletion were that portion of the nation who 
had taken active part in the war. 
Necessity brought out during the war 
bold structures that in their rough were 
models of 
economy 
in m aterial 
and 
strength. 
In taking care of direct and lat­ 
eral strains by position of posts and braces 
they adopted principles that are used to­ 
day in the highest and boldest structures ; 
ami I undertake to say that no structure 
up to date has been built which has not 
followed those simple principles that were 
evolved out of necessity, though reported 
against during the war by the most experi­ 
enced and reliable engineers of the world. 


A 
FEW 
BOLD SPIR IT S 
BACKED T H E 
ENTER­ 
P R IS E . 
W ith theirfortunes and independent credit. 
They were called fools and fanatics, and 
Oakes Ames—the real pluck of the work— 
said to me once : 
“ W hat makes me hang 
on is the faith of you soldiers,” referring, 
at the time, to the support the arm y was 
giving us, led by Grant, Sherm an, Sheri- 
daD, l’ope, Thomas, A ugur and Crook, and 
ail who had direct communication with us 
on the plains. There was nothing we 
could ask them for that they did not give, 
even when regulations did not authorize it. 
aud it took a large stretch of authority to 
satisfy all our demands. 
The commissary departm ent was open to 
us. Their troops guarded us, and we re- 
counoitered, surveyed, located and built 
inside of their picket line. 
We marched 
to work at the tap of the drum with our 
men arm ed. They stacked their arm s on 
the dum p and were ready at a m om ent’s 
warning to fall in and fight for their ter­ 
ritory. 


GRADING A RAILROAD W ITH BAYONETS. 
General Casement’s track train could arm 
1,000 men at a word ; and from him , as a 
head, down to his chief spiker, it could be 
commanded 
by experienced officers of 
every rank, from General to a Captain. 
They had served five years at the trout, 
and over half the men had shouldered a 
m usket iu many battles. 
An illustration 
of this came to me aftei our track had 
passed Plum creek, 200 miles west of the 
Missouri river. The Indians had captured 
a freight train and were in possession of it 
and its crews. 
It so happened that I was 
coming down from the front with my car, 
which was a traveling arsenal. At I’lum 
creek station word came of this capture 
and stopped us. On my train were per­ 
haps twenty men, some* a portion cf the 
crew, some who had been discharged and 
sought passage to the rear. The excite­ 
m ent of the capture and the reports com­ 
ing by lelegraph of the burning of the 
train brought all men to the platform, and 
when I called upon them to fall in. to go 
forward and retake tbe train, every man 
on the train went into line and by his po­ 
sition showed that he was a soldier. 
We 
ran down slowly until we came in sight of 
the train. 
I gave the order to deploy as 
skirmishers, aud at the command they 
went forward as steadily and in as good 
order as we had seen the old soldiers climb 
the face of Keuesaw under fire. 
Less than ten years before. General Sher­ 
man had suggested a different method of 
disposing of the Indian. 
W riting to his 
brother, he sa id : 
"N o particular danger need be appre­ 
hended troui Indians. 
They will no uoubt 
pilfer and rob, and may occasionally attack 
and kill stragglers; but the grading of the 
road will require strong parties, capable of 
defending themselves, and the supplies for 
the road aud maintenance of the workmen 
will be carried in large trains of wagons, 
such as went last year to Sait Lake, none of 
which were molested by Indians. So large 
a num ber oí workmen distributed along 
the line will introduce enough whisky to 
kill off all the Indians within 3Ú0 miles of 
the road.” 


EARLY RAILROADS U N R E M U N E R A TIV E . 
Railroads first built in the United States 
have been rem unerative ouly in a small 
way, and have grown and been supported 
mostly by the vast development of new 
territory. 
The advance lines are usually 
bankrupt, but tbev feed trunk lines by 
which they are financially supported, not 
because of theam ouut they earn for them ­ 
selves, hut for what is paid to their connec­ 
tion, as every pound of delivered freight 
and every passenger carried to aud from 
the connection is additional and new busi­ 
ness. 
The unfriendliness of Congress since 
1870, and of all the W es'ern Spates since 
1880. has been overcome by the world west 
of the Missouri river, newly conquered 
and occupied. Now their hostile legisla- 
tation will soon have its reactionary effect 
upon themselves, and I predict that the 
demagogues who delight to legtslate and 
destroy property that they have no interest 
in, will soon see tbe result in their own 
hom e-; for these, like the people east of 
the lakes, are becoming possessed of prop­ 
erty and wealth through capital that comes 
to them, developing their country. 
Railroad investm ent is creeping west of 
tbe lakes, and when the people legislate 
upon something they own or are interested 
in, no m atter how sm all their interest, they 
will sustain and support it. I look to the 
day, not far distant, when in Kansas, Ne­ 
braska, Iowa, Texas, Minnesota and Mis­ 
souri, it will be as unpopular to legislate to 
destroy capital invested in means of trans­ 
portation as it is to-day in Ohio, New York 
and the New England States. 


T H E CHANGES IN TH E RAILRO AD WORLD 
Have been caused mostly by the improved 
methods of transportation made necessary 
during the war ; and the great principles 
then evolved have taught the American 
people that there was no problem in finance- 
or relating to >he development ol the coun­ 
try so great that its people did not feel able 
to grasp and master i t 
Railways have been known since the 
days of the Romans. The tracks were 
first m ade of cut stone. One hundred and 
fifty years ago Iron rails took their place; 
and the modern railway was created by the 
Stephensons when they built tbe locomo­ 
tive “ Rocket.” Civil and meohanical en 
gineering have kept pace with the growth 
ot the world, until now there is no river so 
deep or m ountain so high, that they com­ 
bined, cannot build under or over it. One 
of the principal geniuses in solving the 
problem for comrolliug steam (Ericsson, 


the companion of Stepóensonl is still alive, 
and Horatio Allen, who ¿Milled the throttle 
of the first locomotive on its first trip 
made in the United States, is still with us. 
M hen we consider that fro?» that day to 
this over 150,000 miles of railroad have 
been built in the I'nited States, one can 
comprehend the strides the railw ay has 
made tip to date, bnt its future possibilities 
cannot be imagined. 


A SUMM ARY REVIEW 
Í cannot close this paper more appropri­ 
ately than by reading to you tbe final page 
of m y last report to the Board of Directora, 
written upon the completion of the Union 
and Central Pacific Roads. 
I subm it t b i t . 
if written to day it would not be m aterially f 
changed. 
It as follows 
In 1853 H enry Farnam and T. C. Durant, > 
the then contractors and builders of the 
Missouri River Railroad in Iowa, instructed 
I eter A. Dey to investigate the question of 
the t roper point for the Mississippi anti 
Missouri River Road to strike the Mis- 
sou-i river to obtain a good connection 
with any road that m ight be built across 
tbe continent. I was assigned to the dutv, 
and surveys were accordingly extended 
to and up the Platte valley, to ascer­ 
tain 
w hether any 
road bnilt on 
the 
central or then 
northern 
line, 
would 
from the formation of the country, follow 
the Platte and its tributaries over tbe 
plains, and thus 
overcome the Rocky 
Mountains. 
Subsequently, under the pat- 
rsnage of Mr. Farnam , I 'extended the ex­ 
am ination westward to the eastern base of 
the Rocky M ountains and bevocd, exam in­ 
ing :he practicable passes from tbe Sangre 
Christo to the South Pass ; 
made maps of 
the country, and developed it as thoroughly 
as could be done without m aking purely 
instrum ental surveys. The practicability 
of the route, the singular formation of thr 
country between Long’s Peak,the Medicine 
Bow Mountains and Bridger Pass, on the 
south, and Laramie Peak and the Sweet­ 
water and W ind river ranges on the north 
demonstrated to me that through this 
region the road m ust eventually be built. I 
reported the facts to Mr. Farnam , and 
through his and his friends’ efforts, 


TH E PROSPECT FOR A 
PACIFIC RA ILRO AD B E ­ 
GAN TO TA K E SH A PE 
In after years, when the war dem on­ 
strated the road to be a m ilitary nece sity, 
and the Government gave its aid in such 
munificent grants, surveys were extended 
through the country previously explored, 
its resources developed, its hidden trea­ 
sures brought to light, and its capabilities 
for tbe building of a railroad to the Pacific 
fully demonstrated. 
In doing this over the country extending 
from the Missouri river to the California 
Stale line, and covering a width of 200 
miles, north and south, aud on the general 
direction of the fortv-second parallel of 
latitude, some fifteen thousand miles of in­ 
strum ental lines have been run, and over 
twenty-five thousand miles of reconnois­ 
sances made. 
In 1S63 and 1864 surveys were inaugu­ 
rated, but iu 1860 the country was syste­ 
matically occupied; 
and day and night, 
sum m er and winter, the explorations were 
pushed forward through dangers and hard­ 
ships that very few at this day appreciate, 
as every mile had to be run within range 
of the musket, as there was not a moment's 
security. 
In m aking the surveys numbers 
of our men, some of them the’ ablest and 
most promising, were killed ; 
and during 
the construction our stock was run off by 
the hundred, I m ight say by tbe thousand ; 
and as one difficulty after another arose 
and was overcome, both in the engineering, 
running and construction department, a 
new era in railroad building was inaugu­ 
rated. 
Each day taught us lessons by which we 
profited for the next, and our advances and 
improvements in the art of railway con­ 
struction were m arked by the progress of 
the work, 40 miles of track having been 
laid in 1865, 260 in 1S66, 240 in 1S67, in ­ 
cluding the ascent to the sum m it of the 
Rocky Mountains, at an elevation of 8,235 
feet above the ocean; and during 1868 and 
to May 10, 1869, 555 miles, all exclusive of 
side and tem porary tracks, of which over 
180 miles were built in addition. 


TH E FIRST GRADING 
Was done in the autum n ol 1864, and 
the first rail laid in July, 1865. 
W hen 
ycu 
look back to 
the ’ beginning :U 
the Missouri river, with no railway com­ 
m unication from the east, and 500 miles 
of the country in advance w ithout timber, 
fuel or any m aterial whatever Irom which 
to build or m aintain a railroad, except the 
sand of the bare roadbed itself, with every­ 
thing to be transported, and that by teams, 
or at best by steamboats, for hundreds and 
thousands of m i'.es; everything to be cre­ 
ated, with labor scarce and high, you can 
all look back upon the work with satisfac­ 
tion and ask, under such circumstances, 
could we have done more or better ? 


T H E COUNTRY IS EVIDENTLY' SA T ISFIE D 
T hat you accomplished wonders and have 
achieved a work that will be a m onum ent 
to your energy, your ability and to your 
devotion to the enterprise through ail its 
gloomy as well as its bright periods: for it 
is notorious that, notw ithstanding the aid 
of the Government, there was so little faith 
in the enterprise that its dark days—when 
your private fortunes and your all was 
staked on the success of the project—far 
exceeded those of sunshine, taith and con­ 
fidence. 
This lack of confidence in the project, 
even in the West, in those localities where 
the benefits of its construction were m ani­ 
fest, was excessive, and it will ba rem em ­ 
bered that laborers even demanded their 
pay before they would perform their day’s 
work, so little faith had they iu tbs pay­ 
m ent of their wages, or in the ability 
of the company to succeed in their efforts. 
Probably d o enterprise in the world has 
been so maligned, 
misrepresented 
and 
criticised as this ; but cow. after tbe calm 
judgm ent of the 
American 
people is 
Drought to bear upon it, ut.pnjudit>d and 
biased, it is almost without exception pro­ 
nounced 


TIIE BEST NEW ROAD IN TH E U N ITED STATES. 
Its location has been critically examined, 
aud although tlie route was iu ’a compara­ 
tively short tim e determined upon, as com­ 
pared to that devoted to other similai pro­ 
jects, yet, in regard to the correctness of 
general route, no question is ever raised ; 
and even in the details of its losation, 730 
miles of which were done in less than six 
m onths, it has received the praise of some 
of the ablest engineers of the country. 
Its 
defects are m inor ones, easily remedied, 
and all the various commissions, some of 
them composed of able and noted engineers, 
have given the company due credit in this 
particular, although they have a tacked it 
in others ; and to-day, ss in the past the 
company need fear no fair, im partial criti­ 
cism upon it, or no examination made by 
m en of ability and integrity, or such as are 
masters of their profession. 
T hat it yet needs work to finally com­ 
plete it no one denies, but whatever is nec­ 
essary has been or is being done. 
Its future is fraught with great good. 
It 
will develop a waste, will bind together the 
two extremes of the nation as one, will 
stim ulate intercourse and trade, and bring 
harm ony, prosperity and wealth to the two 
coasts. 
A proper policy, systematically 
and persistently followed,’ will bring to the 
road the trade of the two oceans, and will 
give it all the business it can accommo­ 
date ; while the local trade will increase 
gradually until the mining, grazing and 
agricnltural regions 
through which 
it 
passes will build up and create a business 
that will be a lasting and perm anent sup­ 
port to the country. 
After General Dodge’s paper had been 
read. General Raum (addressing the presi­ 
dent): 
“ I move you, sir, that the hearty thanks 
of this Society be extended to General 
Dodge for his paper; and that it bespread 
upon the Record, and be printed with the 
annual report.” 


G EN E R A L SH ER M A N’S INDORSEM ENT. 
The President (General Sherm an) said: 
I need not speak to an audience such as 
this in praise of the historic paper just read 
by General Dodge. 
It so happens that I 
was, before tbe civil war, dunag it and 
since, deeply interested in th e great pro­ 
blem of a Pacific railroad. Every word of 
General Dodge’s paper is. true, to my per­ 
sonal knowledge, and 
I; indorse everyj 
proposition he has made, 
W hen the civil war was over, you ail 
must rem em ber that I was stationed at St. 
Louis, in command o£ all the troops on die 
Western plains as far out aa Utah. 1 found 
Genpral Dodge as consulting engineer of 
the Union Pacific railroad, in the success 
of which enterprise I felt tbe greatest pos­ 
sible interest. 
I promised the mo-it per­ 
fect protection, by troops, of the recon- 
noitering, surveying and construction part­ 
ies. and mado-freqiLwat personal visit's o* 
horseback aud iu ambulance, and noticed, 
tbat the heads of all the parties had been 
soldiers dtuting the civil war. 
I-firmly be­ 
lieve that the civil war trained the men 
w hobuilt that great National highw ay,and 
as General Dodge has so graphically de­ 
scribed, he conld call on any body of work­ 
m en to “ fell in,” “ taka arm s,” “ form 
platoons and companies,” .“ deploy 
as 
skirm ishers,” aud fight the m arauding lu- 
dians just as they had leam od to tight the 
rebels down at Atlanta. 1 will not claim 
that all were of the army of tbe Tennessee, 
but tbe heads of parties were all, or nearl» I 
«11, Uniou soldiers, 
- 


I was particularly interested in that part 
ot General Dodge’s paper wherein he de- 
scr.bed his discovery of the wav to cross 
the B’ack H ills beyond Cheyenne (there 
was imj Cheyenne then.) He’ was limited 
by the i.sw to 116 feet graae to any mile. 
Instead c< following the vallev of ’ Lodge 
Pole creek as all previous engineers had 
done, he erróse tbs upper, or auti-citnal 
line, instead sf the lower, or sin-elinal line. 
This was a stroke of genius, by which he 
surm ounted the Rocky M ountains bv a 
grade of eighty feet to the mile, whereas 
by any other roste then known he would 
h ate been forced to a grade of 200 feet, or 
I to adopt short curves through Laramie 
' Pass. 


HONORS DI F. T V THESE BCU.DK RS. 
The Union and Ceatral Pacific railroads 
were the pioneer trans-continental roads in 
America, and every man who did his part 
Miould receive all honor. 
Now ihere are 
five transcontinental railroads, the last the 
Canadian Pacific. 
It so happens that two years ago, having 
traveled by every other, I expressed a wish 
to t Mum from San Francisco eastward by 
.the Canadian Pacific, just completed. To 
ntv amazement I discovered tbat the Presi­ 
dent of that railroad was Major W. C. Van 
H um ?, one of ottr railroad men. educated 
in our war between Nashville and A tlanta. 
H a wa? then, as now, the President of that 
road, with a salary of from $25,900 to $50,­ 
000, and they talk cf m aking him a Duke. 
H e can hold his own with any Duke I 
have thus far encountered. 
Auvhow. he 
acted lit» a Prince to nte. 
From his 
office in Montreal, h e ordered his agent 
at \ iet orin, B. C., to sxtend to General 
bherntan every possible courtesy, which 
was doc e. 
I had a special car for mvseli 
and datughler, Lizzie, with privilege of 
stoppins* over at any station. 
On th.swa; eastward I met m any people 
and heard utsny things of great interest to 
me, and, maybe, to vou. There are three 
m ountain ranges between rbe Mississippi 
or 
rather th e 
Missouri 
Valley 
and 
the I acifio O u n : 
I'fae Rockcij* 
tht? 
W ahsatch, and tbe Cascade?. These con­ 
verge to the northwest, so that in the 
Canadian Pacific 
the engineers had to 
meet them closer together than by onr 
“ Northern Pacific,” or by the " Central 
and “ U nion.” 
OVERCOMIl-U- THB OBSTACLE. 
In the first explorations, the English en 
gineers saw no escape from the conclusion 
that to pass these rengos from their start­ 
ing point to the Pacific— “ Vanaouver," a 
magnificent port—they would have to fol­ 
low the grade of the raser river, bv its we-t 
hraueb, to its very head, near the Henry 
House, and thence to descend the " A tha­ 
basca” eastward to V/tnnipeg, etc. 
This 
route was about 400 miles longer than the 
* direct line. ’ 
The Board of Directors iu 
Montreal then called on our United States 
experienced engineers, and found a man, 
Randolph, I believe, w ho undertook to cut 
8cross this great bend o. loop. 
Instead of 
following the west branch of Fraser river, 
he took the east branch, "T hom pson’s,” up 
to the Kamloop s Lake. 
The m ountains 
eastward 
seemed 
impassable, 
but 
he 
reasoned “ where there is a will, there is a 
way.” Through brush and trees he forced 
his way, and tound a pasr in the Cascade 
Range called "K icking H crse,” where his 
horse had kicked him on tbe knee. 
Per­ 
severing, he, in the next or main rauge, 
observed the (light of an eagle, which aid 
not, as usual, pass over the highest visible 
peak, but disappeared around a point; so lie 
followed the same course, found an unex­ 
pected break and located a railroad with 
less grades than the Union Pacific, and 
saved a distance of four hundred miles, or 
two hundred m illions of dollars.

AN O CEAN M ONSTKK. 


N ew Y ork, January 25tb. — A World 
special cable from H avana, Cuba, says 
A great sea m onster lias appeared near 
Matanzas.

Everyone lias noticed that a dray horse 
is often obliged to use all his weight and 
strength to start a vehicle which moves 
along easily enough when once set in mo­ 
tion, and it is quite conceivable that 
springs in the harness m ight make the 
work easier by distributing the movement 
of starting over a longer jteriod of time. 
Acting on the suggestion of M. Keller, 
Chief Engineer, the directors of the East­ 
ern Railway of France began six years ago 
to_ harness all the horses employed in 
shifting freight cars at their Paria "station 
with traces made of chains having a strong 
spiral spring inserted in them. 
A large 
num ber of horses is employed in this serv­ 
ice at the station, and the effect of the 
change has been very satisfactory. 
A 
considerable gaitt lias been made in the 
durability of the harness and the regular­ 
ity of the work, through the dim inution of 
the number of chains broken in the serv­ 
ice, while the horses have done tbeir work 
better and with less fatigue. 
The blow of 
the collar upon the shoulders at starting is 
far less violent and less injurious to the 
anim al than under the old system, and the 
horses, finding that a strong, continued 
pressure will effect as much as the jerk 
which was formerly necesarv, seem to gain 
courage, and pull steadily and directly, in­ 
stead of wasting their strength in ineffect­ 
ual plunges.

Jam es B. Richards, one of the most em i­ 
nent workers in the philanthropy of saving 
the feeble-minded to society and m aking 
them useful and self-reliant, delivered the 
following brief address at the Twelfth An­ 
nual Conference of Oharitiea and Correc­ 
tion, held at W ashington, D. C., in 1885: 


ADDRESS OF M U. H ICUA BDS. 
How are we to reach these unfortunate 
innocents? 
Can they l>e taught by the or­ 
dinary methods? W hat is the difficulty? 
These questions can, perhaps, best be 
answered by drawing a comparison between 
the norm al and the abnorm al child, laying 
down some general principles, and illus­ 
trating the methods of teaching by giving 
one or two cases which have come under 
my own observation. 
The norm al child has all his senses 
acute, keen, on the alert. H e recognizes 
Lis m other’s voice, sees any bright object 
near him , grasps firmly the fingers placed 
in his hand. The senses of the abnormal 
child are all dorm ant, sluggish, perhaps 
morbid. 
A film seems to be over his eyes, 
to the m other's voice he never responds; 
his limbs are useless; he is also deficient in 
will-power. I was once asked by the late 
L»r. Bellows, ot New York, W hat consti­ 
tutes an imbecile? The imbecile child is 
d ie who has the fewest of wants. Perhaps 
Lis only w ant is to be made comfortable, 
that is all; but, from that one simple want, 
we climb, step by step, the ladder of wauts 
and so ascend in’part, the scale of all hum an 
development. 
Now, w hat are we lo do for these chil­ 
dren that have no wants? 
We are to create 
wants. 
How? 
By giving them that on 
which wants feed. 
Did you ever see a 
m other hug her new-born babe so tenderly, 
as if her soul were overflowing with a truly 
sacrificial love? That is Ihe way you are 
to take these little ones,—in your arms. 
Make them feel your gentleness, your ten­ 
derness, your love for them. 
The work 
requires faith,—ia ith iu G o d a s your heav­ 
enly Rather, and in these little ones as 
truly the children of God. 
W ith this love 
ar.d th is faith you can conquer any case 
that I have ever seen. 
One of the mo6t trying cases that I ever 
saw I bad to deal with in my eariv exper­ 
ience. 
It was a boy about eight and a half 
years old. 
He had never known his 
mother, so she told me. She had never 
seeu a smile upon his facj. His father had 
tried to send a light lrom some shining 
object into his eyes, but he never blinked 
but once. 
He had not the power of loco­ 
motion, his lower limbs were paralyzed. 
Not even the sense ot pain or the sense of 
touch did he have. 
This boy I found 
dresst-d in a red flannel gown, lying upon 
the floor. 
H e could not even roll over; he 
could do nothing. There are a great m any 
otners as bad as he, hut let us see w hat we 
did with him. 
I took the boy with me with the greatest 
cure to the institution, and dealt with him 
as a babe. 
H e was Lc-ld in arms, fed, 
rubbed, manipulated, worked upon, to sec 
it we could arouse the energy of his body. 
He was properly bathed and exercised, and 
everything possible done to develop him . 
Alter a m onth's careful study of his case, 
1 made up my m ind that I m ust get down 
to him . 
W here did I get my lesson? 
I 
observed one day how a mother, a bright, 
intelligent woman, managed her child. 
She was upon the second floor, and her 
boy, who was upon the lower floor, dis­ 
obeyed her. She did not scream to him 
from the top of the second flight of stairs, 
saying, “Jack 1 you must not do th at!” 
She came down stairs, both flights, and get­ 
ting right down to him, on the same level 
w.tu Dim, eye to eye, she said: “ My dear 
b -y, don’t you kuow that that is w rong?” 
The boy melted, and threw his arm s about 
bis m other’s neck. T hat is where I got 
my lesson. Get upon ihe floor—get down 
where the child is, right down there. If he 
knows anything, it is down there. 
You 
must take hold of the slightest things in 
y .ur favor. 
Day after day, an hour at a 
time, for three m onths, I took a book and 
read alond to that boy—intelligently, as if 
he understood every word I said, adapting 
the 
intonations as if I were reading 
to 
an 
intelligent 
person. 
W hen 
m others 
talk 
to 
their 
little 
babes, 
telling them little “goo-goo” stories, what 
is the effect ? The bright child wakes up 
by and by to this pleasant voice in the ear. 
And so it m ight be with this unfortunate 
boy here. And so it was. 
H e finally 
heard this voice that was ringing around 
hitn in a musical tone m onth after month; 
and one day, when I came and simply sat 
in a chair and read to myself, I looked 
one side to see if he missed me, and the 
child actually appeared uneasy. Im agin­ 
ing that he missed me, I lay down on the 
floi t beside him as usual, saving, “ Oh, you 
want me, Sylvanus ? 
Well, 1 am here.” 
H e breathed a soft ‘Ah !” 
I had planted 
my 
first want. 
He wanted me and he 
wanted me then. He had felt my influ­ 
ence th e re ; I was loo far off in the chair. 
So I read to him two or three m onths 
more. 
Then, instead of reading aloud I 
read to myself one day. 
After a long tim e 
I saw he was trying to do something. 
I 
watched him . 
Gradually he lifted bis 
finger and laid it on my lips. 
" Oh, you 
w ant me to read to you, do you ?" 
And so 
I read. 
Another want had been implanted. 
I read to him every day, letting him al­ 
ways have the privilege of opening my 
lips. 
At 
last he sm iled—the 
first 
sm ile of recognition 
that 
ever 
came 
upon 
that 
unfortunate 
child's 
feat­ 
ures. 
It 
was enough 
to 
pay 
me 
ten thousand times over for all I had done, 
“ i f we can redeem one,” I said to Dr. 
H -we, “ we will redeem them all over the 
country. 
We will open the doors so wide 
that every State shall pass an Act to fonnd 
an institution for these unfortunates, and 
every intelligent being shall feel that it is 
a privilege to enter into this great work ” 
This boy. step by step, went on. Finally, 
1 could take him up and have him where 1 
pleased. 
He was near me, we were one. 
H e felt it and knew it. 
Jle was glad to be 
taken up. This training went on until I 
found one day he could move his limbs. 
1 put him on his bands and knees, to teach 
him to creep. Tbia was nearly a year and 
a half after he came into the institution. 
As 1 placed him there, i said “ 1 wonder if 
I can help him to talk." 
lie had not 
talked any. 
I said lo him , “Now move 
this hand; that is right 
Now the other; 
that is a good boy,” guiding them as I 
spoke. 
I did this every day for months, 
till finally I found he was trying to do it 
him self between the drills 
After a while 
I thought I siw his lips moviug as he did 
it. 
Putting down my car very close, 1 
found iie w b s talking, 
l i e was whispering 
ti :.uuself, “ Move this hand: that is right. 
Now the ther: that is a good hoy. Now 
irrove this leg: that is right.

H ere was one redeemed. 
Feeble-minded children are anxious to 
tell all they know. I bad a little boy once 
who puzzled me very much in training. 
One day m y wife asked me take him up to 
her room. W hen she came down at dinner­ 
tim e she said that she left her thim ble on 
the table when she sat down to work, and 
when she reached over to get it E dm und 
made a sound as if be noticed i t 1 asked 
her to do the same thiDg the next day, and 
to take his band, lay it on the thim ble, and 
bring it towards herself. She did so. The 
next day she came down and said “ He 
gave it to m e.” She let him do it every 
day, till at last he wanted to go up-stairs 
to get the thim ble. Then I gave him a 
nail and got him to pat it into a hole in a 
plank, and kept calling it nail all the time. 
At last, one day he him self said, “Nail, nail, 
nail.” 
It was a nail, and he was talking. 
In the same way he learned to say shoe, 
and these two words he constantly re­ 
peated. One day he ran up to Dr. Howe, 
takiDg his nail, and saying repeatedly: 
“ Nail, nail, shoe, shoe, shoe.” Dr. Howe, 
being in a hurry, said : 
“ Yes, yes; I see,” 
and turned away. 
“ Oh, Dr.’ Howe,” I 
said. “ he is telling you all he knows ; it is 
little to be sure, but it is all to him .” Then 
Dr. Howe, turning to E dm und again, pat­ 
ting him , said , 
“ T hat’s right, m y good 
little fellow ; I see you are doing very 
nicely." And Edm und went away smiling. 
So when you are teaching you m ust not 
forget w hat is all to these little ones. You 
m ust accept it as a grand, good thing, and 
then they will try to get something else. Ii 
you do not they will be discouraged. Yon 
should no t let them get discouraged, and 
you should not get discouraged yourself. 
And now let me say iu conclusion, if you 
have tried once and have not succeeded, 
try once more. 
And if it does not do then, 
try a hundred tirues, a hundred and one. 
[f that doe3 not answer, try two hundred, 
four hundred, five hundred times. Do be 
generous and try a thousand and one times.

OCR MOUNTAIN FORESTS. 


K lcg S ierra an d H is R oyal K obe—C ali­ 
fo rn ia ’s W ealth H e r M ountains. 
No one comes to California but admires 
our m ountains. One of the Forestry Com­ 
mission in speaking of this say s: The 
Sierrra Nevada is a rich, lordly, bejeweled 
prince among m ountain ranges. 
Other chains of m ountains ribbing the 
earth are usually high-raised elevations, 
composed principally of rounded m ount­ 
ains, swelling their bosoms to the sky and 
trailing their tattered garments far out 
over extensive foothills to the flanking 
plains. 
The long Rocky Mountain range—the 
backbone of North America—is of this 
class; rising so gently from the elevated 
plains on each side, that the traveler by the 
transcontinental 
railroads can scarcely 
discover that he is ascending an im mense 
upheaval of the earth’s crust, or detect the 
exact point where he crosses the broad 
saddle of tbe obscure passes. 
But our King Sierra is not so. H e is 
distinguished alike by the traveler or the 
geographer for the abruptness of his m a­ 
jestic uprise from the plain, the splintered 
and rough-hewn forms of his thousand 
peaks, the high elevation of their pinnacles, 
ever bearing their crowns of snow ; bat 
most of all he is pre-em inent for his boun­ 
teous and beauteous enrobing forest, his 
royal, parti-colored garment. 
Like an Oriental monarch, he reclines in 
state upon the bosom of the great, trackless 
plain of Western America, enwrapped from 
head to foot, 600 miles, and from side to 
side, 140 miles, with a dense forest of ever­ 
greens, 
interspersed 
with 
many-hued, 
deciduous-leaved trees, like insertions of 
brilliant figures in a royal emerald robe. 
This enrobing forest, the noblest in North 
America, is perforated along its raised cen­ 
ter line, or axis of the Sierra, by a thousand 
peaks rising through the m antle into the 
region of perpetual winter, while both 
slopes, east and west, are rent by a million 
valleys depressed through the robe into the 
middle reeion of changing seasons, and the 
fringe of the garm ent trails out over the 
dom ain of alm ost perpetual sum mer. 
The snow-crowned peaks are the spark­ 
ling diam onds of this wealthy prince; the 
valleys, often still filled with water in their 
glacier beds, are his resplendent pearls 
The former flash upon the voyager floating 
on the far western Pacific, or the toiler 
over ihe wide eastern desert, like beacons 
of light; but the royal robe, with its decora­ 
tions of valley and glen, its gems of tree 
and shrub, flower and fern, reveáis its¡-lf 
only to the ruiner in the Cii y_>n, Ihe herds­ 
man with his flocks, the hunter pursuing 
his game, the curious traveler, or ibe studi­ 
ous explorer. 
Bui most of all these peculiarities are 
observed by the lover of nature, he who 
explores the Sierra with heart attuned and 
perceptions opened by interior apprecia­ 
tions, for it is an old saying, “ ’Tjg the 
world within creates the world without." 
Such a visitor’s first emotions are often a 
mingling of disappointm ent aud delight. 
If he has explored tropical countries he 
will be disappointed by the fewness of 
species here, but surprised by the great 
num ber of individual trees, their great siz° 
and height. 
If he is fam iliar with Arctic 
regions, he will miss the dwarfed trees and 
monotony so foreign to the Sierra. 
Two other comparisons are pertinent. 
In tropical countries life presses in and 
sirives to hold the gronnd against fierce, 
opposing contestants. This is especially 
ODservable in the vegetable world. 
A 
small spring issuing from a m ountain side 
in Arizona or Mexico is attacked at its verv 
source, and its waters absorbed by the eaeer 
rootlets of a hundred species of plants—a 
broad-headed hackberry or a tall cotton­ 
wood crowning the mass of foliage and 
striking its roots deepest under the rock 
floor of the spring. Streams large enough 
to feed all the gourm ands by the way, 
and yet reach the plain, 
are marke’d 
throughout their course by a narrowing 
border of vegetation. 
Shade ana northern inclination favor the 
retention of moisture and foster vegetation, 
hence tbe northern slopes 
of Arizona 
m ountains are often thinly forested, while 
the southern slopes may be bare to the 
pinnacles. 
In Arctic climes the cold, long winters 
lorbid all but a few specially hardy plants 
from m aintaining existence. The entire 
surface of the coumry being kept moist, 
the planta are nor a'one found along stream 
beds, but equally dispersed, varying onlv 
bv varving conditions of elevation and in­ 
clination ; hence, the low plains of Arctic 
America and th “ tundras of Siberia afford 
often vast meadows, composed, however, 
of but one or two species of sedge. 
So, also, extensive lorests will be found 
containing but one or two species of trees, 
these sm all, dwarfed aud snow-bent, at 
length reduc-d to bushes creeping in the 
mud on the shores of the Arctic Sea. 
The Sierra of California occupies a mid­ 
dle position between torrid and frigid con­ 
ditions. a p<4ition most favorable to tbe 
production of Drge 
forests, containing 
niBtiy species of noble trees and rich val­ 
leys of diversified flowers. 
The Sierra forest is composed m ainly of 
evergreens, not one species of which is 
identical with the trees of the East—with 
tbe exception of a dwarfed variety of an 
Eastern juniper—but it 
shar x several 
species with the Rocky Mountains on the 
east and the coast mountains on the west 
of its position. 


The Little Swedish G 'rl, 
1 once heard a touching story of a little 
Swedish girl, eleven years old, who was 
taken to a hospital, where, after an illness 
of several months, she recovered. She was 
a homely child, but, being very kind and 
thoughtful, she endeared herself to all 
around her. There was brought into the 
hospital a little girl of a peevish and disa­ 
greeable disposition, who was very sick. 
The Swedish girl at once took her’ place 
by the cot of the little stranger and as­ 
sumed entire charge of her, in fact acted 
the part of a little mother—dressing, nurs­ 
ing and serving the poor suflerer with the 
utmost devotion. 
Tbe little child grew 
rapidly worse and refused to take either 
food or medicine from anyone else than her 
new-found friend. 
At last she died in the 
arms of the little Swede. 
When the 
“little mother,” as she was called, was 
asked by the matron why she had treated 
the sick baby so tenderly, she looked be­ 
wildered and said: 
“ I>o not all the people 
in the world help each other? 
You have 
helped roe.” “ But why did you choose that 
baby ?” the matron insisted; “there are 
many others here prettier, better tempered, 
more lovable.” 
'* Yes," replied the little 
Swede with a tear in her eye, “but she had 
nobody but me to take care of he:, madam.”

The annual report of the State A gricult­ 
ural Society contains m any items of inter­ 
est. In addition to w hat appeared in Sat- 
urdav’8 issue, the following notes are taken 
from the introduction : 
The closing of the thirty-fifth year of our 
existence as a society that was formed to 
aid and encourage agriculture and m e­ 
chanical arts, and the im provem ent of ail 
breeds of live stock, at a period when Cali­ 
fornia was in great neea of an organized 
and co-operative policy on the part of those 
who had the forethought to inaugurate the 
encouragement of these industries, that 
their followers m ight be benefited and the 
State put upon a more substantial footing, 
rem inds us that their anticipations were 
right, and that they labored not in vain. 
The year just past has been one of u n ­ 
usual prosperity to our State ; in short, the 
tillers of the soil have had an abundant 
harvest, and it is safe to say that when this 
character of success comes among our 
com m unity, the results in all walks of life 
are gratifying. 
The products of the soil that are here 
reaped in abundance insures us the pros­ 
perity we have. The opportunities and 
advantages offered to the industrious leave 
but little chance for failure to those who 
are attentive and energetic. In no other 
country are the people favored with climate, 
soil and m arkets as are those of California. 


TH E VALUE OF ANNUAL EX H IB ITIO N S. 
The vast increase of interest taken each 
year in the annual exhibitions given by 
this Board is a sure indication that our 
pioneers “ builded better than they knew .” 
Each season brings renewed vigor, success­ 
ful experiments, extended facilities, abund­ 
ance of products, an unusual num ber of 
visitors from abroad and oceans of appli­ 
cations 
for 
information regarding our 
State. In years past it required ail our 
energy to induce exhibits and all our tact 
to attract home-seekers. The result oí this 
tenacity to m ake ourselves known has at­ 
tracted strangers fioni all parts of the civil­ 
ized world. 
These alluring reports have received tbe 
indorsement of the new-comers, and re­ 
sulted in our success, so that praises sung 
have had the desired effect, and we are no 
longer looked upon as a distant land where 
the wanderer went to seek pastures anew, 
but are known in all lands and climes as 
the land of prosperity and plenty. 
The results are made manifest in the 
large increase of sm all homes and the cut­ 
ting up of large tracts of land for this pur­ 
pose. It is shown by the increased in ­ 
quiries of new-comers for suitable loca­ 
tions, and by increased shipm ent of pro­ 
ducts. that we were heretofore little known 
outside of our own border. 
At our annual exhibitions new faces are 
seen, and the er hilara ting effect upon the 
stranger is noticeable at once; as in ihe 
days of old, the gold fever was contagious, 
so now the land fever, the fruit fever and 
the home fever have been spread instead, 
until the procession of new-comers to this 
State has taxed the facilities of the trans­ 
portation companies far iu excess of their 
ordinary capacity to accommodate the trav­ 
elers. 
Our aim each year is to so arrange the 
exhibition that it shall illustrate to the best 
advantage the various productive resources 
of the entire State, our constant study is to 
most thoroughly inform all by actual ob­ 
servation of the great agricultural capabili­ 
ties of our soil, the yield of our shops, 
mines, mills and forces, to tbe end that the 
hesitating settler will be overcome by the 
facts shown, cast aside all prejudices aud 
become one of us. 
Mauy of our agricultural im plem ents are 
unknown outside of our State. Our com­ 
bined harvesters, that cut, thrash and sack 
at one operation the products of our vast 
grain fields, thereby enabling the farmer to 
market his yield of grain, if needs be, you 
might say the day of ripening, illustrates 
the spirit that predom inates in our wide­ 
awake California farmer. 


FRUIT GROWING AND SH IPPIN G . 


The advancement in this industry dur­ 
ing the past year has been most prodigious. 
The yield from increased acreage, that is 
now beginning to bear, shows to what ex­ 
tent tree-planting has been in tbe past few 
years. 
The demand has kept up for our green 
fruits, and there is a very percepible in­ 
crease of canneries and dryers. 
The plan adopted by the organization of 
the California Fruit Union in the handling 
of fruit is, to our mind, a most acceptable 
one. 
It is a corporation composed of grow­ 
ers, for the shipping and sale of their pro­ 
ducts in the East. They have a tota: stock 
issue of 12,658 shares, held bv 499 individ­ 
uals, scattered through 27counties 
Many, 
in fact the greater portion, have taken stock 
for only one quarter their acreage, so, as 
each share represents one acre of land, they 
handle In reality the products of 50.000 
acres of land set to fruit in this State 
So 
there is little wonder that much competi­ 
tion exists in the Eastern States for the 
agency of the Union. This fact enables 
the Union to b e very careful in selection 
and exacting in requirem ents of those de­ 
siring to represent the organization. 
The Union charged last season a uniform 
10 per cent, for hamliitig the fru it; of this 
the agents received 71 per cent, (out t.f 
which is paid the auctioneer 2i per cent, at 
points when the auction method of selling 
is pursued), and the rem aining 21 per cent, 
was returned bv the agents to the proper 
officers of the Union. 
The establishing of the auction method 
of selling green and perishable products is 
one of the very best plans yet inaugurated. 
This plan will lessen th e charges and 
quicken the returns of all fruit handled. 
This is the principal method used in selling 
our products in Chicago, which is the ctsief 
m arket so far, although the prospects are 
good lor both New York and Boston, 
which, with London for our dried and 
canned fruits, will soon overcome the cry 
of over-production. 
It is only two years 
since we made any attem pt of selling our 
fruits at auction in New Y ork and Boston, 
and the result far exceeded the expecta­ 
tions of the many. 
Chicago receives about one-half of our 
fruit product, and this plan of sale enables 
the buyers from all places adjacent to re­ 
ceive their fresh supply of California fruit 
without the intervention of the m iddlem an, 
who profits to the injury of the producer, 
as by the time, under the old system, our 
fruit reached 
the consumer, the price 
asked was almost prohibitory, so much so 
that but a sm all proporlion of the people 
were able to avail themselves of this com­ 
modity, thereby lessening the dem and to 
the detrim ent of the producer. Now. the 
producer, through the Union, may sell al­ 
most direct to the consumer, aud be inter­ 
ested in all the profits that accrue. 
The shipm ent of carload lots of decidu­ 
ous fruit to the Eastern States during the 
year of 1888, was about nineteen hundred ; 
of this num ber the Fruit Union, or in 
other words, the fruit-growers, shipped 
themselves eight hundred and fifty, a gain 
of ninety carloads over the preceding year. 
Had grapes carried well, and as alfb a d a 
reason to believe they would from previous 
rears' experience, the Union would have 
started one hundred cars more. 
As shipm ents increase further reductions 
will, no doubt, be made in freight rates, 
when our shippers will be in better condi­ 
tion to compete with our Eastern fellow- 
workei3 in years when, as in tbe one just 
closed, they have full cro(>s and can afford 
to sell their peaches and grapes at 1J cents 
per pound, as they did largely the past year. 
To make our fruit industry fairly prosper­ 
ous we must now receive five cents per 
pound for the fruit in a wholesale way. 
As an illustration of how various portions 
of the Slate are coming into prom inence as 
frui'-producing sections, one has but to 
glance at the table of shipm ents showing 
receipt and distribution of tbe fruit shipped 
East for the past season 
Instead of a 
great majority coming from one or two 
points we now have m any places shipping, 
and tbe increase has not come from the 
old established centers, snch as Davisville, 
Natoma, San Jose. Vacaville, etc., as, w ith 
the exception of Sacramento, they 
are 
behind the record of 1887, and the increase 
in the num ber of cars sent from Sacram en­ 
to is largely due to an increase of sm all 
shipm ents made from all points there, to 
be made up in carload lots. 
We notice on 
tbe list m any new places as coining into 
prominence as shipping points, such as 
Newcastle, Colfax, Santa Rosa Cordelia 
and Mavbews 
The total shipm ent of green fruit from 
the State during tbe past season will exceed 
that of 1887 by about one hundred and 
twenty-five carloads. 
Many more would 
have been shipped, aa the fruit was here, 
bat the certainty of a large crop of dom es­ 
tic ¡ruit East, and our inadequate facihtica 
for handling, together w itu chaoc», • I 
failure as to conditions, and the fact I :u t 


unless the fruit was fancy the price would 
be low, prevented a larger increase of ship­ 
ments. 
More fruit was, in consequence, dried 
and canned. 
Heretofore pncee for this 
character of fruit have been low, but from 
later advices we believe better prices will 
prevail, and a corresponding increase in 
shipm euts will result. 
From the Mississippi river eastward they 
have not experienced, np to January, so 
mild and pleasant a w inter for years, a fact 
which enabled shipm ents of green fruit, 
such as apples, etc., to be m ade in barrels 
long after it had been customary, and also 
created a desire for fresh fruit which is not 
natural when the therm om eter is down 
below zero and the snow m any feet d eep; 
consequently, there has not been the call 
for dried fruits we usually have and ex­ 
pect daring the early winter m onths. But 
now the green supply has about ceased, 
and we expect soon to see an upward ten­ 
dency in dried fruit prices. 
Those who grow wine grapes have this 
year made a decided change in programme, 
and many instead of selling their grapes 
for little or nothing, have dried them , and 
from newspaper reports, the prices offered 
for this article are m uch more satisfactory 
and rem unerative than selling them at 
prices offered in their green state. 
The winter so far has been propitious for 
an abundant crop of fruit the coming sea­ 
son, and, barring accidents, with the in ­ 
creased acreage coming into bearing, we 
should certainly have, at a low estimate, 
2,000 cars of deciduous fruits leaving our 
well-favored State. 


DRINK STATISTICS. 


Som e F a c ts C oncerning th e C onsum ption 
of In to x ic atin g B everages. 
A Government report by the British 
Consul-General in Germany points out 
certain serious facts. 
The’ adult male 
German drinks annually on the average 
about 
seventeen 
gallons of spirituous 
liquors. 
Iu the Kingdom of Prussia, the 
whole expenditure in 1882 on wine, beer 
and spirits amounted to £45,400. 
In 
Sweden and Norway, the consumption of 
spirits has lieen declining for some years 
past; but in Denmark the evil of spirit- 
drinking has reached a terrible pitch. 
In 
Holland, in 1878, there was a drink shop 
for every ninety inhabitants, including 
women and children; but a restrictive law, 
passed in 1881, has reduced the numlier 
about one-quarter. 
The worst statistics in 
regard to the consumption of alcoholic 
liquors are those of Belgium, where, in 
less than half a century, the drinking of 
Shell liquors has far moré than doubled for 
each person. 
In 1881 there was a public 
house for every dozen adult males. 
In 
France the amount of druukenness has 
been reduced by the passing of a salutary 
law. 
In Switzerland, between 1870 and 
1880, while the increase of population was 
but 6.5 per cent., the increase of public 
houses was 22 j>er cent. 
In Austria the 
condition of affairs is similar. 
And all this drinking has its effect. 
There is a horrible array of figures giving 
the statistics of delirium tremens, suicides, 
lunacy and accidental deaths as the result 
of drunkenness. 
In Denmark 74 per cent, 
of the arrests were for drunkenness, or for 
crimes committed under the influence of 
drink. 
The Inspector-General of Belgian 
prisons reports that four-fifths of the crime 
and social misery is attributable to intem­ 
perance. 
In Austria the hospitals, lunatic 
asylums and prisons all testify to the ad­ 
vance of drinking habits. 
And continen­ 
tal workmen generally—even those who 
do not become aliso'.ute drunkards—spend 
a large pnqiortion of their earnings in 
drink. 
. 
The foregoing statements, he it observed, 
are not the froth of a temperance har­ 
angue. but the cold statistics of a Gov­ 
ernment report. They show that earth­ 
quakes and cholera are not the most ter­ 
rible evils of Europe. 
They should be 
studied by those who suggest that spirit 
drinking can be extirpated by introducing 
the free use of beer and light wines. 
In 
the very countries where the milder drinks 
are used, the consumption of ardent spir­ 
its is increasing at a terrible rate. The 
temperance question is a growing ques­ 
tion, and it demands attention here as in 
other lands.—Independent.

The Russian Government Ls tardily about 
to take ste[>s to stop the impending ex­ 
termination of fur-hearing animals; for 
there are several districts where they 
were formerly very abundant, hut now they 
are so scarce that hunting has entirely 
ceased.— London Truth.

“ Tell me something of the daily life of 
the Empress/’ said I. 
“She has,” replied the Court Chamber­ 
lain, “ an establishment of her own, and 
it is quite a large one. She has her maids 
of honor, her private secretaries and the 
ladies of the court to deal with. 
Her 
morning is occupied by the reading and 
writing of letters. 
She attends to the 
supervision of her various charities through 
others chiefly, and in the afternoon she de­ 
votes herself to social duties. She receives 
at this time the wives of the ministers and 
the princesses who may call upon her, and 
if they come at the proper time they some­ 
times take tea with her. 
She sometimes 
invites these ladies to meetings to discuss 
matters relating to the charity hospital, 
and she has a grand marshal and a cham­ 
berlain. 
“She is, you know, the first Empress of 
the new order of things, even as the Em­ 
peror is the first Emperor. She wears but 
little jewelry, though she has some dia­ 
mond rings and bracelets. 
She is a fine 
horseback rider, and often takes a turn on 
one of the horses of the imperial stables. 
She wears a European riding habit and sits 
her horse well.” 
The Emperor, the Empress and the 
Crown Prince make up the royal family, 
or at least the three most important mem­ 
bers of it. 
Each of these three have, as I 
have said, an establishment of their own 
inside of the palace grounds. 
The Crown 
Prince is heir apparent to the throne. He 
is the son of the Emperor by Mme. Yan- 
agiwara, and not by the Empress Ilaruko. 
The Mikado of Japan has the right to 
twelve concubines, and the children of 
these, in case of the failure of issue by the 
Empress, have the right to the throne. 
They are all legitimate and noble, and it 
is to these concubines in times past that 
the noblest of the court families of to-day 
date their origin. 
Very little is knowii 
about them outside of the royal palace. 
These royal mistresses do not appear at the 
court ceremonies, and I am told that each 
has her little establishment inside of the 
palace grounds. 
They are a part of the constitution of 
the royal family, and in the directory of 
Japan for this year I find that the Em­ 
peror has had by them nine children, 
though all with the exception of three of 
these have died. Children thus born have 
nothing to do with their mothers, and the 
young Prince was brought up apart. 
1 
asked the Court Chamberlain about this 
department of the palace. He would say 
nothing, and said it was not proper for 
him to discuss such a private matter of the 
Emperor’s. 
He chatted quite freely, however, about 
the Crown Prince. 
“Prince Haru,” said 
he, “is now 9 years old and he was pro­ 
claimed heir to the throne about a year 
ago. 
lie ls a bright, brave boy, and very 
fond of military affairs. He" dresses in 
European clothes and his costume is that 
of a soldier. The Emperor was very much 
pleased the other day by having him give 
him a military salnte when he met him, 
and Japan expects great things of him. 
He walks very straight, and, though dig­ 
nified, is a thorough boy. 
He is fond of 
boat racing and goes out every day some­ 
where. He likes fishing and is" by no 
means backward in 
his studies. 
He 
attends the nobles’ school and he is there 
on the same footing as are the others.” 
It vexes him very much when the other 
hoys learn their lessons better than he 
does his, and he works so hard that he 
stands well up to the head of the class. 
He was sent to this school in order that 
this rivalry might make him study the 
harder, and he is acquiring a thorough 
education. 
He is now beginning to study 
English, and he knows one or two words 
of French and German, which he gets off’ 
when he meets the foreign Ministers. 
These are such words as bon jour and 
guten tag, and they are always applauded 
and appreciated.—Frank O. Carpenter.

“ City of Homes,” I believe I have the 
right to protest to the outside world against 
the utterances made by the Mayor o' thi- 
city at the meeting of the Trustees on Men 
day, when he said, “ Wc don’t want out­ 
side capital to come among us.” Now, I 
would like to ask, who is authorized to 
stand up before this community and de­ 
clare that we want no outside capital t ) 
build up new enterprises and increase our 
population. 
As I understand it, for tbe past twenty 
years it has been the curse of this city that 
as soon as a man accumulated a fortune he 
no sooner moved to San Francisco or else­ 
where.
